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THE GOVERNOR PERPLEXED 


ZIKBELY 10 BE HOI8st WITH 
HIS OWN PETARD. 

HIS CALL FOR AN EXTRA SESSION HAS 
PAVED THE WAY FOR A PECK OF 
POLIMOCAL TROUBLES. 

ALBANY, July 16.—Gov. Hill will be 
lucky if he does not find, before this special 
session is ended, that he has been hoist with 
his own petard. He is represented to be in 
a more serious frame of mind to-night than 
at any time since Cleveland was renomi- 
nated, and he devoted the day to running 
down that gentleman’s luck and belittling 
him as the leader of the party. 

The laboring men, to whom he has for so 
many years been making professions ot 
friendship, now demand a token of his sin- 
cerity. They were unable to procure from 
the Legislature at the last session any legis- 
lation tempering the severity of so-called 
conspiracy laws. And the opportunity has 
now, providentially for their interests, they 
say, been presented for remedying this neg- 
lect. A committee of laboring men called 
upon him this afternoon to lay this matter 
before him, and to urge him to show his 
friendship for the toiling masses by de- 
manding in his message that the Legislat- 
ure repeal the conspiracy clause of the 
Penal Code, under which strikers have been 
arrested, convicted, and imprisoned. The 
committee comprised John Morrison and 
Edward Finklestein of the Central Labor 
Union of New-York City, T. J. Dowling of the 


State Trades Assembly, and Mr. Steers of the 
Trades Union Assembly. . ‘The Governor re- 
ceived the committee with grave dignity. 
He listened carefally, but said nothing that 
would indicate any sympathy for the sub- 
ject that they presented. The committee 
do not talk much about the interview to- 
night, except to their most intimate friends, 
but they are not exactly pleased with the 
touch of chilliness that they experienced at 
the Governors hands. They will hold 
another interview with him in the morning, 
‘*that is if he will see us,” said Mr. Mor- 
rison. They expect to be fortified with cer- 
tain documents presenting their views in a 
lawyer-like manner. These are being pre- 
pared by ex-Judge John Henry McCarth 
ot New-York. Among them is a bill amend- 
ing the obnoxious section of the code, 

‘We propose,” said Mr. Morrison, who ap- 
pears to be the eens for the party, 
**to make this, conspiracy law an issue in 
the Fall’s campaign. The labor unions will 
hew right and left and mass their strength 
where it will do the most good for their in- 
terest. This law is an interference with the 
rights of labor, and we demand a change.” 

Asked about the attitude of the labor or- 
ganizations toward the prison associations, 
the committee ‘said: ‘*‘ We oppose any ap- 
propriation for continuing the present sys- 
tem of competition with free labor, and we 
favor some such idea as was contained in 
the Yates County Plan bill last Winter; but 
the prison business is of minor consequence 
compared with the conspiracy law. Relief 
from that is what we want most.” 

This is not the first representation of 
labor interests that has interviewed Gov. 
Hill since he issued his proclamation 10 
days ‘agoxealling for a special session. He 
has been notitied by some of the prominent 
xepresentatives of labor organizations that 
if he places himself on record as demanding 
a large appropriation for the State account 
system he will incur the hostility of labor 
lodges all over the State. This nnexpected 
development of hostility has given the 
Governor'the cold creeps. His friends are 
now beginning to express regrets that an 
extra session has been called. ** Better have 
left the convicts rot 1n idleness than’ called 
us together again,” was the way one of 
them expressed it to-night. 

From the best information obtainable it 
is clear that the Governor’s ardor for a big 
political fight with the Republicans has 
cooled considerably since his Call for the 
extra session was made public. It has come 
to his ears that prominent members of his 
party have criticised him ds using without 
warrant his party to promote ambitions 
that are purely selfish. ‘The remonstrances 
from labor representatives have added to 
the perplexity of the situation, and this last 
demand from them for action upon the con- 
spiracy laws caps the climax. It is confi- 
dently predicted to-night that he will send 
to the Legislature in the morning a message 
whose tone will be astonishingly mild, tak- 
ing into consideration the bitter relations 
existing between Hill and this very same 
body two short months ago. 

He will express regrets, it is claimed, that 
the Legislature adjourned in May without 
discharging a humane duty toward the un- 
fortunates now locked in convict cells. He 
will lay the situation before ‘‘this honor- 
able body,” tell it what will happen if some 
provision is not made, and place the re- 
sponsibility off his own shoulders (he never 
did shoulder responsibility when he could 
find somebody to saddle it upon) and upon 
those of the Legislature. He will not, 
it is said, invite a_i big fight 
with Tom Platt or any of his merry men, 
but he will crawfish, and in crawifishing he 
is not likely to be alone, for the Republic- 
ans show a disposition to treat the prison 
question just as gingerly as David is repre- 
sented to be desirous of doing. That he 
will not treat of any other subject than the 
prisons, unless indeed he makes up his mind 
over night to goto the lengths demanded 
by the labor men, is generally conceded. 

The Democrats have not been able to pene- 
trate the mystery in which the Governor 
has shrouded his purposes, and they are 
restive under the imputation that they can- 
not be trusted with matters affecting the 
party. Mr. Sheehan knows the contents of 
the Governor’s message. So does Gen. Hus- 
ted, who spent a large share of the after- 
noon in the Executive Chamber. It is the 
last fact that makes some of the 
Democrats indignant. “Go to Haus- 
ted; he wili tell you all about the 
Governors plans. I can’t and*l1 don’t 
know any Democrat who can,” exclaimed 
Senator Murphy somewhat testily to-night 
to an inquirer for information. Sueh in- 
formation as Republicans and Democrats 
have obtained has trickled through the 
Bald _ Eagle, who, it is unnecessary to say, 
isin high feather in the Executive Cham- 
ber. ‘The General has all along been an 
advocate of a million-dollar appropriation. 
To-night he has whittled this sum down 
until now he talks about a half million. 

Senator Hendricks and Speaker Cole voice 
the views of a gona many Republican As- 
semblymen and Senators when they say, 
“A small spproeeienscn—sommshing like 
$100,000—and take the machinery out of 
the prisons and resort to hand work.” The 
County Democracy has a definite plan with 
regard to an appropriation, which will be 
followed by its dozen representatives in the 
two houses. Senator Murphy will advocate 
it in the upper house and John Martin in 
the lower. It provides for an appropriation 
to be devoted to convict manufacture of 
clothing, shoes, boots, and articles that will 
be used solely in the State prisons, reforma- 
tories, asylums, and other public institu- 
tions; for the manufacture of articles to be 
placed upon the open market not a cent.

AN UNEXPLAINED EXPLOSION. 


—_———_>__— 
IN THE VAULT OF THE COUNTY CLERK’S 
OFFICE IN DETROIT. 
Detroit, Mich., July 16.—An explosion 
occurred at 10 o’clock this morning in the large 
vault connected with the County Clerk’s office 
on the first floor of the City Hall. The office 
was completely wrecked. Book and file cases, 
tables, chairs, and all the office furniture were 
broken and thrown into aconfused mass. The 


five windows on the Griswold-street side of the 


City Hall were blown out. People passing on 
the sidewalk were knocked into the gutter, and 
half adozen horses standing along the street 
broke their fastenings and dashed away. The 


entire building was shaken toits foundation, and 
a section of the inside wall in the Clerk’s oftice 
some 14 by 18 feet was blewn out bodily. The 
dozen people in the Olerk’s office at the time 
strangely escaped without fatal injury, al- 
though several uf them were thrown a consider- 
able distance in the Auditor’s office, which next 
adjoins that of the Clerk. The doors and win- 
dows were also wrecked and the passageway 
leading into the office filled with a mass of brick, 
plaster, records, and other débris that was blown 
through the iron vault and brick wall, which is 
14 inches thick. The report of the explosion 
was like that of @ cannon, and was heard 
throughout the central part of the city. 

The City Hall isa large stoue building, four 
stories high, and is occupied by a large number 
of city and county offices, All the principal 
offices have large fire-proof vauits connected 
with them similarto the onein which the ex- 
plosion took place. Directly over the Clerk’s 
ottice on the second floor is the Recorder of 
Taxes’ office, just now thronged with people pay- 
ing their taxes. The explosion created great 
consternation. among the ctowds present this 
morning, aS no one knew the cause or place 
of the accident, while. they supposed from the 
shock that the whole great building was about 
to tumble down. ‘There was a rush for the main 
hall, which runs through the centre of the edifice, 
but no one was hurt. Quiet was soomrestored. 

The origin of the explosion is a complete mys- 
tery. The vault, as also all the offices, is lighted 
with electricity, but the building is piped for 
gas, and last week the large meter, whicn had 
been removed, was replaced in the basement. 
The only supposition possible is that the jeta in 
this vault were partially open and that gas haa 
been slowly escaping for the last two or three 
days and had accumulated in the top of the 
vault, butthis does not explain the mystery, au 
the vault door has been kept open through busi- 
ness hours forready access to the records keptin 
it, which are in constant use, and this morning 
the vault was opened an hour and a half before 
the explosion took place and the electric light was 
turned on during all this time. There has been 
no smwellof gas’ to attract any one’s attention 
and there was none noticed whatever this morn- 
ing. It seems quite impossible that gas could 
have gathered in sufilcient quantities to cause 
sueh an explosion and not have attracted the 
attention of the scores of men going into the 
vault on one account or another by its pungent 
smell. There is noreason to suspect the mali- 
cious deposit of uny explosive in the vault. The 
whole matter 1s an extremely puzzling one. It 
will cost several thousand dollars to repair the 
damage done. 





DOCTORS ALL AT SBA. 


TWO PENNSYLVANIA VILLAGES SWEPT 
BY AN EPIDEMIC. » ee 
PHILADELPHIA, July 16.—The little village 
of Malvern, 21 miles out on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, has a population of 400, fully 350 of 


whom are suffering with dysentery. There have ° 
been two deaths so far, and more may be expect-. 


ed, asin many cases entire families awe pros- 
trated. The epidemic or endemic, as some of 
the physicians eall it, broze out in the eastern 
or older portion of the village, and with a few 
exceptions has confined itself there. The source 
of the disease isunknown. The physicians are all 
at sea, and are divided in their opinions. The 
place is a cross between a village and a town- 
ship, and has no chief magistrate. In Sugar- 
town, three miles south of Malvern, the entire 


family of Kinzey Weir, numbering eight, in- 
cluding himself, are confined to their beds suf- 
fering intensely. 

Dr. J. K. Evans is attending this family, and 
to-day he cited 33 calls that he has had in tne 
last 10 day. In many cases he found from 
three to five patients in a family. He had no 
sooner completed the list than he was ap- 
proached by a young lady, who told him that 
old Mr, Robeson wished tc see Jim right away. 
Mr. Robeson had been working in the field dur- 
ing the morning, had dra ioe water and 
now has the dysentery. Dr. Evans agrees 
with Dr. Henderson, ana _ thinks the 
excessive prevalence .of the disease 
is due to atmospheric conditions. The two 

ease resulted fatally were 

One was the 19-year-old child of Ed- 

ward Marsh, which was. sick a ‘week. The 

attending physicians held a consultation with 

other physicians, but the little sufferer died. 

The other was the 3-year-old child of William 

Phelps. The entire families of both these men 
were sufferers to some extent. 

Powell Batley, the Postmaster.{a healthy-look- 
ing man 35 years old, had a most severe attack 
and acoording to his own statement, almost died 
on Saturday night. His wife and child are also 
suffering much with the same complaint. 
Dr. Kickerbaugh, who is the oldest physician in 
the neighborhoed, while he does not directly co- 
incide with the theory as te the decayed vogeta- 
ble matter. thinks that to it is largely due the 
present sickness, Malvern is ou a high ridge 
overlooking the Chester Valley.and in every other 
respect is the, healthiest of places. Dr. Micker- 
baugh remembers an epidemic during which 
there were deaths from the disease in a 
radius of three miles. Three years ago the 
yiece was visited, and there were over 

00 people in bed with the complaint. 
Every year. since dysentery, diarrhea, 
and cholera merbus have been the 
chief work of the physicians, but at no period 
has it attracted so Much attention as at sent. 
It is out of season, as August, September, and 
part of October is the time when it is most 
prevalent.

THE HOUSE IN AN UPROAR 


Mk, PARNELL LOUDLY ODE- 
MANDING HIS KIGHTS. 

HIS FOLLOWERS BULLIED INTO SILENCE 

BY THE GOVERNMENT—A BILL TO IN- 
VESTIGATE FINALLY PROPOSED.

Lonpon, July 16.—There was a great 
deal of hot temper displayed in the House 
of Commons this afternoon. It arose over 
the Parnell Investigating Committee bill, 
which was found to have been placed so 
far down on the list for the day that de- 
bate over it was sure to be cut off by the 
closing hour. The discovery of this trick on 
the part of the Government instantly 
aroused the Irish members toan angry state 
of excitement. The feeling on both sides was 
high enough without any added fuel, be- 
cause somebody is sure to get hurt if the in- 
vestigation takes place. Parnell and 
his friends are now eager for 
investigation, if they can have it 
under fair conditions, as they regard it as 
sure to prick the Times’s bubble, and de- 
prive it of the only ammunition on which 
it has fed its daily thunders for a year. On 
the other hand, the Government and the 
Times have determined to utilize the inves- 
tigation, if one is had, to ruin Parnell, if 
possible, and propose to sacrifice no advan- 
tage that the majority gives them. Conse- 
quently the preliminary skirmish was so 
sharp as to result ina scene of wild dis- 
order. 

Summers began it by indirectly charging 
that the Attorney-General was acting not 
only as a publit official, but as counsel for 
the Times in the Parnell matter. W. H. 
Smith denied any communication between 
the Government and the Attorney-General, 
and T. P. O’Connor put the insinuation in 
another form, which made the Attorney- 
General rise and indignantly deny any 
assistance from the Government during the 
trial. Then Mr. Sexton and another mem- 
ber both demanded to know if the Attorney- 
General was assisting in preparing the 
committee bill. This Mr. Smith re- 
fused to answer, thus indicating 
the truth of the charges, and an 
ironical cheer from the opposition greeted 
the statement. Mr. Parnell rose and asked 
if the position of the bill on the order of 
business indicated the Government’s idea 
of itsimportance, and also if it would be 
brought on for first reading that night. Mr. 
Smith said the Government did not propose 
to debate the proposal they had made. If 
they accepted the bill it would be printed, 
and could be discussed on second reading. 
Mr. Parnell then moved the adjournment of 
the House in order to bring on an immediate 
discussion, but was declared out of order. 
A scene followed, Mr. Parnell trying to 

speak, and the Speaker crying, “Order!” 

“ Order!” with cheers from the Parnellites 
increasing theconfusion, Mr. Parnell made 
half a dozer. efforts to speak,*but was pre- 
vented by cries of “ Order,” and finally had 
to take his seat. 

Then Mr. Gladstone asked what hour the 
bill would be introduced, but got no satis- 
faction, and Mr. Parnell wanted to know if 
they were compelled to accept, like sheep, 
the judgment of their butchers. Sir Wil- 
fred Lawson asked if a question as to the 

*conduct of a member was not a matter of 
privilege, and was also snubbed, and the 
matter was passed, the Parnellites having 
been bullied into silence in a way not known 
before during the session. 

At midnight W. H. Smith announced that 
the Parliamentary Under Secretary for Ire- 
land’s bill would be abandoned. This was 
greeted with a ringing Irish cheer. Then 
the Technical Instruction bill was likewise 
thrown overboard, and then Mr. Smith 
moved for leave to bring on a bill to con- 
stitute a special commission for inquiry, 
&ec. Mr. Parnell rose instantly and madea 
speech which brought forth more cheers and 
interruptions than any other speech this 
session. After expressing his surprise that 
the measure had thus been introduced in 
silence he desired to know if the Govyern- 
ment expected them to accept this bill, not 
only before it was printed, but before it was 
even explained. He denounced the proceed- 
ing as monstrous. “It is not a question for 
me or for the right honorable géntleman,” 
he said. ‘‘If those letters are true and gen- 
uine, if they were ever dictated by me, if 
they were ever signed by me, then I, whom 
you call honorable in this House, am dis- 
honorable and dishonored.” He was asked 
to accept a tribunal, he said, before he knew 
the names or even the number of his judges. 
He could not then say whether he should 
accept or reject it. It had become 
a@ public question, however, and the right 
honorable gentleman would not be allowed 
to back out. He (Parnell) would claim his 
rights when the bill reached the committee. 
If its details did not offer that fair investi- 
gation to which he was entitled he: would 
claim the privilege of 
judgment of the House upon it, and until 
then he would make no bargain concerning 
it, 

The motion was then passed unanimously, 
and the bill was read a first time by title 
only. It will not be printed and given out 
until Wednesday. Rumor has it that the 
Commissioners will be three in number, all 
Judges.

ney-General.” [Conservative cheers. ]

Mr. Smith—If there is opposition to the bill it 
will probably hinder a vote being taken to-night. 
A vote cannot be taken after 12 o’clock. 

After midnight Mr. Smith formaliy moved 
that the House permit the introduction of the 
bill’ Mr. Parnell rose to oppose the motion. 
He expressed surprise that Mr. Smith should 
make such a motion without deigning to explain 
the provisions of the bill. A more monstrous 
proposition had never been made by a Minister 
ocoupying such a position. (Cheers from the 
Opposition benches,] Afterinforming Mr. Bal- 
four that he might suppress his ill-timed levity 
until he had heard the end of the story, Mr. Par- 
nell proceeded: 

“If the letters are genuine I am not an ‘hon- 
orable’ but a dishonorable member, and it is the 
duty of the leader of Parliament and the nation 
to insist upon a thorough inquiry instead of say- 
ing that 1t is for me to say whether to accept 
the bill or not. ee) He wants me to ac- 
cept the bill without knowing the names of 
the jur of Judges selected by himself! 
Why should [ trust him? I know that 
his party and his attorney have made them- 
selves accomplices of these foul libels. [Cries 
of* On! Oh!” and cheers.}] How can I trust 
him to do me justice? I cannot to-night say 
whether [I accept or reject. It appears 
to me that the Government desires to 
put the cart before the’ horse—to keep 
the question of the authenticity of 
the forged letters in the background. But I 
shall give no chance to the honorable member 
to back out of it, and if I tind, on examining the 
details of the bill In committee, that they fail to 
insure the fair inquiry which I demand, I sball 
claim my right.” 

Mr. Parnell was here interrupted by loud 
laughter from the Conservatives,; leading the 
Speaker to cry loudly, **Order!” ‘ Order!” 
while 2 Parnellite was heard to shout, ‘Sure, 
they’re only a pack of cads!” Amid the ex- 
citement one of the members arose for the pur- 
pose of naming the offending member, but the 

Speaker ignored the matter. Mr..Parnell con- 
tinued, Baying: “I shall claim my right to en- 
force the judgment of the House on those de- 
tails. Butforthe present [decline to bargain 
with Mr. Smith.” [Cheers.] 

Mr. Smith, replying, said that he had given; in 
the terms of the motion, the fullest description 
of the measure, and that on the second 
reading the Parnellites would have an 
adequate chance of discussing the meas- 
ure, as also in committee, when the 
names of the Judges would be given, 
Replying to Mr. Sexton, Mr. Smith promised 
that the bill would be printed on Wednesday 
and that the second reading would be moved on 
the following Monilay. He expressed the hope 
that the debate would not be prolonged. There- 
upon the bill was read the first time. 

Mr. Parnell was interviewed in the lobby of 
the House, and stated that the position assumed 
by the Government wasintulerable and unheard 
of. They had offered him, as an alleged crimin- 
al, a tribunal of their own chovusing and cousti- 
tuted in accordance. with theirown views, but 
had sought to debar him from debating their 
position, merely asking him to acgept or reject 
their offer. Whoever heard of a man accused 
of crimes being calied upon to approve of the 
court proposed totry him? Mr, Parnell said he 
must «examine every possible bearing of the 
bill before he would per it it to proceed in the 
House, 

“IT intended, in my remarks in the House,” 
said Mr. Parnell, ‘“‘ to cast no retlections upon 
the English Judges. I merely wished to empha- 
size my objections to lmve a jury selected and 
the nature of the reference determined by the 
Government and the Jimes, who naturally bear 
toward us in this matter the relation of a 
butcher to a sheep.” 


THE FRENCH DEFENSES. 
CHAMBER IN NO HURRY 
STRENGTHEN THEM, 

Paris, July 16.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day discussed the credit of $13,400,000 
asked by the Government for the strengthening 
of pore defenses. M. Wickersheimer opposed 
the granting of the sum assigned to the exten- 
sion of the moles at Cherbourg, contending that 
the only efficacious means of insuring the coun- 
try’s safety was to increase theChannel squad- 
ron. 

Admiral Krantz, the Minister of Marine, re- 
plied that it was necessary to extend the moles 
at Cherbourg in order to prevent an enemy's 
torpedo boats entering the port, This at present 
could be easily done. If France were at war 
with a great maritime power the enemy could 
blockide Cherbourg and force an entry by 
menus of torpedo boats into the roadstead. The 
extension of the works there ought to be imme- 
diately begun ifthe country desired to be placed 
in a position to wage an effective naval warfare. 
Those who refused to grant the credit asked 
would have to bear the responsibility. 

M. de Lanesegan said that the bill hadgbeen so 
long delayed already that there was no neces- 
sity for voting urgency for its consideration 
now. To delay discussion of the measure would 
enable the members to make a more’ minute 
study of the project. 

Admiral Krantz said that if this project had 
remained on paper since 1582 it was because 
the attention of the naval department had been 
directed toward the East. The Freneh Navy 
did not feara cull to fight at any time, but it 
was urgently necessary that the ports on which 
the navy would have to depend for supplies be 
placed in a state of security. 

The motion to vote urgency for the considera- 
tion of the bill was rejected—341 to 143,

‘WILL @O TO BELGIUM. 


A CHIMNEY GLASS MANUFACTURER’S ' 
REASONS FOR LEAVING PITTSBURG. 
PitTsBurG, *Penn., July 16.—George A.» 
Macbeth & Co,, the chimney glass manufacturers 
of the south side, have about decided to remove 
their works to Belginm. Macbeth & Co. have 
the largest chimney glass house in the United 
States, and probably in the world. After 
the fire at Adams & Co.’s_ glass 
house last Fall they purchased the 
corner at Ninth and Washington streets, and 
had intended making a considezable addition to 
their works. The new factory was to have been 
Teady for operation by the latter part 
of “August. The probabilities now are 


that it will be opened, but soon 
pass into other hands. Mr. Macbeth 


was seen last night and said that the firm had 
not yet reached a decision on the removal, but 
had for some time been seriously considerihg it. 
* There are two things,” said he, “that nave 
been driving us to this step; the first the tanff 


and the other 13 the continual trouble that Amer- 
ican manufacturers have with theirmen. With 
exception of only the lead we are compelled to 
import all the materials that we use at our 
works. We might just as wellimport the lead 
also, as there is no difference in the price, Eng- 
lish bar lead costs 15,cents, while the American 
lead ranges from 14 to 16 cents. careful cal- 
culation has persuaded us that we will be able 
to manufacture chimneys of just as good a 
quality in Belgium, bring theminto the United 
States, and pay a 45 per cent, duty on 
them all for less money than we can manu- 
facture them here. I[t may seem almost 
incredible, but we pay out over $400 per week 
as duty on the materials that we import. Only 
last week» we broughtina machine that is not 
made in the United States and had to pay 45 
per cent. ad valorem duty on it. .The duty 
on all the materials that are used in the chim- 
ney-glass manufacture will average probably 
30 per cent. Another reason 1s the continual 
troubie with the men. In Belgium the men are 
willing to work 6 days in the week, 
and here they will only work 10 
months out of the year. More than that 
you can never tell when they are*® going on a 
strike. It makes no difference what orders the 
tirm has on band to fill or anything else. Some 
mnan gets up a grievance and the next thing you 
know you are in trouble with the union and 
your men go out on a strike. ‘ 

‘* Just at the present time our works are lying 
idie and the wen are sitting around and taking 
iteasy. We want to be at work, and so do at 
least three-quarters of the men, but on account 
of the union not a single man dare go to work, 
nor do we dare to start up. It is just this 
condition of affairs that has almost decided 
us to pull up stakes and leave, or rather get 
up and leave without pulling up stakes. It 
would be rather too expensive to move our 
works. So we had thought of putting up en- 
tirely pew works over there and dispose of the 
miils here as best we could. It we do 
move we will still keep tha headquarters 
of our firm in Pittsburg, and the work done in 
Belgium will be principally for the American 
market. The saving in raw material, in the price 
of labor, in the freedom from strikes and longer. 
periods of work each year will enable us to pay 
the 45 per cent. duty and still realize a fair 
profit.” 


A SHARP LANDLADY. 


A NEW-YORK SWINDLER WHO WAS NOT 
QUITE SUCCESSFUL. 

Kansas Ciry, Mo., July 16.—Morris F. 
Leavitt of New-York, the nephew of President 
Franklin of the New-York Life Insurance Com- 
pany, has of late been “‘ doing up” unsuspecting 
residents of Kansas City. The particulars of 
his misdeeds have just been made public. Last 
Thursday he went to the house of Mrs. J. B. 
Martin, between Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, 
on Broadway, engaged a room, and gave her a 
check for $18, which the lady changed without 
@ murmur. In fact, she liked his looks, and, 
thinking there could certainly be nothing out of 
the way in him, requested him to deposit the 
check at the Merchants’ Natiohal Bank for her. 

‘his he really did, but within a few hours he 
returned and told her that he had a check for 
$125 which he would like to have. cashed, and 
begged her to identify him at the bank. She 
did not have time, but he insisted thatif she 
would put her name down on the back of the 
eheck it would be just as good as an identifica- 
tion. Down went her name and the rogue, of 
course, had it cashed. Thinking something 
wrong, after an hour or so, she telephoned to 
the bank und was informed that the check was 
cashed on the strength of the indorsement. 
Toward evening Leavitt came back with a 
hack to get his trunk. He had 
a telegram éalling him away, but 
Mrs. Martin thought she' had gone far enough, 
and refused to Jet him take the trunk until he 
had paid her the amounts of the two checks, 
which, she now felt certain, would be protested. 
She called her father-in-law, J. L. Martin, to her 
aid, and the latter svon forced him to disgorge 
$110.

Brother Bills 
maintained that he had paid the Pastor $200, 
but he could not prove it, and so handed in his 
resignation. Fora time money poured in upon 
the Pastor. His family lived in clover, and the 
horse’s diet was changed from tracts to hay. 
But the Pastor failed to give satisfaction, and 
his resignation was asked fur time and again. 
He declined to take the hint ‘and contributions 
ceased. As it became a question of starvation, 
Mr. Allen yesterday formally tenderea his 
resignation to take effect Sunday next. 

Then he made a speech containing insinua- 
tions against two prominent members. Broth- 
ers Collier and Hardwick were meant, and these 
gentlemen resented the attack. They started 
for the pulpit in a bellicose mood and shook 
their fists in the parson’s face, using language 
that was not strictly appropriate to the place.

IVESS LIBERTY IN PERIL 


‘THE YOUNG FINANOIER SUD- 
DENLY MISSING. 
OFFICERS ON THEIR WAY FROM OHIO 
WITH WARRANTS FOR THE ARREST 
OF IVES, STAYNER, AND WOODRUFF, 

CrncinnaT!, July 16.—Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Pugh and Detective Ryan of the Prose- 
cutor’s office left here this evening for New- 
York for the purpose of arreating and bringing 
here Henry ©. Ives, George H. Stayner, and FE. 
Wilson Woodruff. Criminal Bailiff Zumstein 
had gone by an earlier train with the intention 
of procuring requisitions from the Governor 
and joining the Prosecuting Attorney and his 
detective as they pass through Columbus to- 
night. ‘ 

The Grand Jury made its report Saturday. 
Ten indictments were handed up, which were 
withheld from the press. It was known witb 
reasonable certainty, however, that four of 
them were against Ives, Stayner, Woodruff, and 
one A. C. McDonaldeof Covington, Ky., who 
acted with Ives in the recent fight for control of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad. 


The indictments are still carefully withheld 


from the public, but the events of to-day place 


troversy. They through 


the fforts of the Cincinnati party 
in th6 Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
management. The witnesses who were before 
the Grand Jury are Known. They were A. S. 
Winslow, who succeeded Mr. Stayner in the 


Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Presidency; 
Julius Dexter, who succeeded Mr. Winslow as 
President, and is still in office; Eugene Zimmor- 
man, who deserted the Ives party in the recent 
fight for control of the road, andinso doing 
enabled the Cincinnati party, with important 
help from New-York, to win; Joseph Ranson, a 
member of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
board; C. W. Short, the coinpany’s Treasurer, 
and William M. Ramsey, the company’s attorney. 

These gentlemen refuse to say anything to ro- 
porters, but it is known that they are quite 
bitter toward Ivesand his associates, and have 
all along intended at the proper time, shouid 
such a time ever come, to institute criminal 
proceedings. They were much disappointed at 
the result of the hearing in New-York at the 
time of Ives’s arrest, and blamed the 
eourt for the failure of the case. Out- 
side of the small Cincinnati,,.Hamilton and 
Dayton circle the present proceedings have 
not been regarded as a serious matter here. The 
trials, if the cases ever come to trial, will be 
before the county courts, where convictions of 
men who were in a positson to make a stubborn 
defense were scarcely ever Known before tho 
riot which resulted in the burning of the Court 
House, and have not been of sufficienct fre- 
quency since that event to be a cause of 
alarm to men of means with indictments pend- 
ing against them. 

The departure of officials to-night to arrest 
Ives and his associates is regarded as an ar- 
rangement fora pleasant excursion for these 
otficers. The Court Saturday refused to approve 
an allowance for the expenses of such a trip 
untilit was known that the New- Yorkers would 
not voluntarily appear und give bond. It is 
understood that the railroad company fur- 
nishea a solution of the obstacle to 
the trip by to-day advancing the neces- 
sary funds. Counsel for McDonald were in 
court to-day and stated that their clent 
would appear to-morrow and give whatever 
bond may be required in his case. He is 
charged with perjury in swearing to a petition 
which was filed in Hamilton, this State, and 
asked for an injunction against the sale of the 
Richmond Branoh of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton to the Pennsylvania Company and 
for a Receiver. In his petition McDonald claimed 
he was the owner of 10 shares of the common 
stock of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Company. The officers of the road deny that he 
isthe ownerof any stock. His suit has been 
tried, but the court has not yet rendered its de- 
cision. The suit was inthe interest of the 
Ives party, its purpose being to balk the plans 
ofthe management of the road and assist in 
giving the Ives party control at the late elec- 
tion. 

One of the attorneys for McDonald states that 
Ives, Stayner, and Woodruff will not be found 
by officers armed with warrants for their arrest. 
He gave this as inside information. It is 
thought to be quite possible that the accused 
may appear here entirely unannounced, and 
avoid arrest by going into court and giving 
bond. The best information which has 
been obtained as to the charges axzainst 
Messrs. “ Ives, Stayner, and Woodrutf 
is that they relate to 4,500 shares of cancelled 
Dayton and Michigan (leased by the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton) stock, which was reis- 
sued by the accused and hypothecated, and the 
loan thus obtained used as private funds. This 
stock is said to have since came into the pos- 
session of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of New-York, and 
to be the subject of a suit being brought by the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Company and 
now pending.

Dispatches published in THE TimeEs sgine days

accountability. Henry 8. Ives was at his hand- 
some Wallstreet office on the morning of the 
day that-this announcement was printed in THE 
Times. He has not been there since. He has 
not been in this town since; or, if he has been 
here, it has been in such modest guise that no- 
body has been able to find him. 

Nor has this new departure by Mr. Ives, as 
the possessor of a retiring disposition, passed 
unnoticed by some deeply-interested persons. 
At least two detectives have been shadow- 
ing all of his employes—he still maintains 
a retinue of clerks as well as an elegant 
suite of Wall-street offices—for a week past. 
His home in Brooklyn, broker’s offices where 
heis suspected still of taking stock market 
flyers, an up-town hotel that the young man pat- 
ronizes occasionally of an early morn, even the 
Brooglyn Bridge’s entrance and a ferry houses 
—all these have come in for surveillance. But 
that retiring disposition proves quite new 
enough to withstand every provocation and 
all manner of trials. 

The news chrenicled in THE TrEs’s special 
dispatches of this morning of the excursion 
party now on its way toward] New-York from 
Cincinnati totake Ives and his colleagues into 
custody, and incidentally into an Ohio jail, is like- 
ly to do other things than diminish the retiring 
disposition. Not only Ives, but all the rest of 
his combine are suddenly out of town to escape 
July’s sultriness. Partner Stayner is 
an absentee, too. Stayner’s son assured 
a TIMES reporter that Stayner is 
away merely for a day or two. He has 
taken his wife and daughter with him. .The 
Brooklyn house is closed. His absence has not 
a single thing to do with Ives’s absence, so Stay- 
ner junior insists. Heis sure Stayner ana Ives 
are not together. ° 

One of the Ives clerks—Private Secretary 
Meore—avers that Ives’s disappearance is tem- 
porary andis promptedin no wise by the fear 
of any indictments. He is ‘off with friends,” 
is the official explanation, *‘ and will be pack all 
in good time to defend his interests.” 

Tom, the colored boy, who continues to serve 
Ives as office messenger and valet, volunteers 
an interesting bit of information—without alli 
davits—to this effect: 

“Mr. Ives will be back soon. He isn’t away 
because he is afraid of any of them Cincinnati 
law folks. They can’t scare him. He aint going 
torun away. ‘hy should he? Ain’t he stood 
everything already? Ltell you he'll be ‘round 
here again all right in aday or two. Fac’ is, he 
has gone right straight out to Ohio to be on 
hand for all the fun the other folks want.” 

Other authorities do not in any way bear oul 
Tom’s information of a trip to Cincinnati by 
Ives to face his accusers. Mr. William Nelson 
Cromwell, Ives’s attorney and Assignee, saye 
nothing is known here of the alleged indict 
ment of Ives beyond the dispatches printed 10 
the newspapers. He says he doesn’t think Ive 
is in hiding, and he would be surprised to find 
that the venturesome young man had ske 
daddled.

7H& HOUSE SUSTAINS THE 


MILLS PROVISION. 
A ROUND OF APPLAUSE FROM THE 
DEMOCRATS GREB?S THE DECISIVE 
VOTE—MR, FULLER’S NOMINATION, 


WASHINGTON, July 16,—A hearty round 
of applause from the Democratic members 
marked the vote by which the House of Repre- 
sentatives refused to-day to strike out the free 
wool clause in the Ways and Means Committee’s 
Tariff bill. The vote was regarded as practically 
a test of the fate of the whole bill, because the 
free woul Glause is the essential feature of the 
measure. Three Democrats passed between the 
tellers in support of the striking-out motion. 
These were Mr. Wilkins of Ohio, who has failed 
to be renominated for the Fifty-first Congress; 
Mr. Sowden of Pennsylvania, whose Dill 
for a public building at Allentown was 
vetoed by President Cleveland, and who 
has nothing more to lose in his district, and 
Mr. Foran of Ohio, Mr. Anderson of Iowa, who 
has been a consistent friend of revenue reform 
from the beginning, was the only Republican 
who stood by free wool. Had Mr. Randall not 
been confined to his sick ped, and had Mr. Mer- 
riman of New-York been present, there would 
probably have been five Democratic opponents 
of free wool instead of three. As it was, the 
clause was retained in the Tarift bill by the de- 


cisive vote of 120 to 102. Mr. Butterworth of 
Ohio tried hard to have & yesa-and-nay vote 
taken on the wool clause, but Mr, Mills refused 
to consent, believing it Was time enough for 
formal roll calls after the bill had been finished 
in the Committee of the Whole. 

Before the wool vote was taken Mr, Taylor of 
Onio made a long and earnest plea for keeping 
up the tax on wool, and worked in the familiar 
sneer about the President’s alleged ignorance of 
the subject. Mr, Kerr of Iowa, Mr. Williams ef 
Ohio, ana Mr, Jackson of Pennsylvania also 
spoke in opposition to free wool, and Mr. Kelley 
talked another chapter in his interminaMe dis- 
pute with Mr. Scott about Andrew Carnegie’s 
income from his highly-protected business. Mr. 
Anderson of Iowa made a manly defense of the 
Tariff bill, paying apeciny attention to the false 
issues which its enemies have continually 
sougnt to raise inthe debate. Mr, Breckinridge 
of Kentuexy closed the wool debate with a 
strong speech for free wool, and then the de- 
cisiye vote was taken. is

During the brief star chamber sitting of the 
Senate to-day notice was given by the Demo- 
oratic Senators that té-morrow, or whenever the 
next secret session was ordered, they would in- 
sist Upon taking up the nomination of Melville 
W. Fuller to be Chief-Justice of the Uni 
States Supreme Court. While the Demoerats do 
not expect to see Mr. Fuller confirmed without 
a struggle, they are perfectly contident that he 
will not be rejected. Senator Cullom is now ex- 
pected to submit to the orders of Merers. Ed- 
munds. Ingalls, and Hoar, and vote against 
Mr. Fuller, after having declared that 
the Illinois Tawyer was in every way 
qualified for the place, Mr. Farwell, however, 
takes no stock in tne wholly partisan opposition 
to Mr. Fuller, and at least two other Republic- 
aps eoncur with him. Mr. Fuller's friends 
believe that when the vete is reached more 
than three Republicans will refuse to follow Mr, 
Edinunds in opposition to centirmation. The ga- 
eailed charges against Mr. Fuiler are not ex- 
pected to cut any figure in the discussion of his 
case. The Judiciary Committee was unable to 
make anything out of them after weoks of 
earnest effort.

The Senate Military Committee is in no haste 
to report on the nomination of Col. Casey as 
Chief Engineer of the Army. The matter was 
discussed at the meeting last Thursday, and 
some of Gen. Parke’s friends on the committee 
deemed it.advisable to consider the nomination 
very carefully before passing upon it. There is 
no disposition to cast a slur on Col, Casey. All 
regard him as an excellent officer and one emi- 
nently well qualified for the position.

The officers of the army, 
even those friendly to Gen. Parke, da pot wish 
for unfavorable action on Col, Casey's nomina- 
tion. Such a course, they think. would result in 
tie selection of a Chief of Engineers pessessing 
Snuch less ability than either of the ollicers now 
mentioned in the connection, 


The talk over the orders issued to Commander 
Robley D. Evans, directing him to take charge 
of the construction of the Maine at the New- 
York Navy Yard has subsided. Itis now gan- 
erally understood that Commuander Kvans will 
remain on duty bere as Naval Secretary of the 
Lighthouse Board. This eghauge of the depart- 
ment’s intention is due directly to the efforts of 
certuin New-York politicians who were averse 
to having the Commander at the New- York yard.

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A NEW STEAMSHIP. LINAS. 


AN IMPORTANT CONTRAOT WITH THE 
ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Superintendent 
Bell of the Foreign Mails Service has received a 
copy of a contract eoncluded in January last 
between the Government of the Argentine Re- 
public and Mr. Robert P. Houston of England, 
by which the latter agrees to construct 10 
steamers of at least *4,000 tons burden and 16 
knots per hour each, to ply between the north 
of Europe and the ports of the Argentine Re- 
public, and four steam launeties for emigrant 
service in Europe; also four steamers to ply 
between the United States and the ports of the 


Argentine Republic, The principal conditions 
of the agreement are the following: 

The Government of the Argentine Republic 
guarantees a loan of 5 per cent. per annum on 
£1,250,000 for the European aervice, and 5 per 
cent, per annum on £360,000 for the United 
States line. The contractor for the European 
services agrees that these steamers shall always 
fly the flag of the Argentine Republie, and that 
in case of war the Government shall have the. 
option to buy them at a sum not greater than 
their original cost. Exceptionally good accom- 
modations are to be provided fer emigrants 
who shall come from England, Sweden, Nor- 
way. Germany, Denmark, Netherlands, Bel- 
gium, France, and any other country indicated 
by the Argentine Government. In case the rev- 
enue of the contracting company exceeds 5 per 
cent. it will refund to the Government from this 
excess the sums which it has received as guar- 
antes, and in case the revenues reach 10 per 
cent. the exeess is to be divided between the 
Government and the company. The guarantee 
terminates at the end of 18 yeara. . 

Tt is stipulated thatin going from Europe the 
steamers Must not call at any port except Mon- 
tevideo and places where it 1s customary to lake 
coal, but on the return trip they may call at any 
port, One of the steamers must arrive in the 
Argentine Republic at least once a week. Pas- 
sengers and freight rates are to be fixed by 
agreement between the Government and the 
company. The company also agrees to furnish 
each steamer with a refrigerator capable of 
holding at least 3,000 dressed sheep or an 
equivalent amount of ‘beef, The service will 
cemmence in February next, and by the follow- 
ing November all the steama:s must be run- 
ning. The United States service will he per- 
formed under very similar conditions as the 
European service except that this service will 
begin within aix months from January dast, and 
that no refrigerators are required to be placed 
on these vassels, 





A YOUNG DESPERADOS OQAPTIVES. 

Ourcaao, July 16,—Nearly a month ago 
Willie and Henry Deivhman, gaged 10 and 11 
years, and sons of William Deiehman of 248 
Hudson-avente disappeared. Ne traces of them 
could be found, and they were given up for dead 
until yesterday, when they were rescued from 
the clutches of Olyde Powell, a 14-year-old des- 


perado, and the head of a flourishing gang of 
juvenile outlaws, 

Young Powell four weeks ago enticed the 
Deichman boys to the headquarters of the gang. 
in a sort of cave under a lumber office in 
North Clark-street, and force them _to 
gin the organization, He told them that 
is title was “Cleady Clyde de King,” and 
promptly ‘showed them that he was an undis- 
puted monarch. They had to accompany the 
band on a number of expeditions, and were 
regularly drilled in petty thieving, In a week 
or twe they tried to escape, hut were recaptured, 
brought back to the cave, and tied to a post, 
There “Cloudy Clyde de King” kept them for 
several days, untilshort rations and continement 
quelled the mutiny, and the brothers promised 
to be faithful to their tyrant, Last Wednesday, 
however, they made another break for liberty 
and again were reeaptured, The ‘‘ King” again 
tied them up to the post and this time added 
gags. He fed them occasionally, but made no 
offer to release them. During the absence of 
“Cloudy Clyde” last night one af the Deich- 
mans worked the gag ont of his mouth and his 
shrieks attracted the attension of passers-by, 
who broke into the cave, released the prisoners, 
and captured a stock of cheap novels. The

OPPOSITION OF THE NATIONAL PRISON 
ASSOCIATION, 

Boston, July 16.—To-day’s session of the 
National Prison Association began at 10 o’clock 
in the hall of tne House of Representatives. 
Nearly 200 persons were present; the usual at- 
tendance is 100, The paper of the forenoon was 
by Joseph Nicholson, Superintendent of the De- 
troit House of Correction and President of the 
Wardens’ Association, He said that the Bertil- 
jon system for the registration and identifica- 
tion of crimipals, when in general use by re- 
formatory institutions and police departments 
under proper restriotions, would prove a strong 
factor in repressing crime, besides removing all 
doubt about the results obtained by every re- 
formatory institution. 

“The question of how to deal with the orim- 
inal class,” he gaid, “must before long be met 
by the application of more potent remedies than 
are now applied. Among the coming questions 
are the inadequacy of the penal laws and the 
uncertainty of their administration; the mis- 
leading attitude of society; the demoralizing 
effects of powerful corporations and trusts; the 
bartering away of the public domain, and the 
enforced idleness caused by labor associations, 


each subversive and despotic in tendency and 
cruel in effects. An important means for re- 
ressing orime is the certainty of being identl- 
ed as belonging to the criminal class. This we 
will do after the first conviction, in spite of the 
fertile ingenuity and crafty disguises resorted 
to by. this class, many of which are almost in- 
credible. The records of this association will 
enable Wardens to locate various causes of 
crime, and by a ovreper use of such 
knowledge the State will better understand 
the requirements of such laws as will 
meet the existing conditions of society 
and deal with its criminals intelligently. 
The most noted thieves in the country began 
their career as misdemeanants going about the 
country playing the réle of first offense when 
conghts and inthis way they escaped merited 
punishment, and soon became experts. Our 
records for identification will stop all that Kind of 
journeymanship, and yet they are a sealed book 
that will de no injury to any person who does 
not cause it to he opened by returning upon a 
career of orime when released from prison. In 
that case all claims on society for protection 
are forfeited. The Bertillon method for the 
regiatration and identification of criminals will 
determine the merits of the various plans for re- 
formatory purposes, It will show the results 
attained besides being a strong deterrent for 
repressing crime,” 
haries EB, Felton af Chicago said that if hés- 
tile legislation to’ prison labor continued all 
risoners in the country would soon be idle. 
bor must ultimately be a chief factor in the 
reformation of prisons, Mr; Felton sketched 
the history of the O’Neil bill, now before Con- 
gress and argued that the method Perigo by 
the bill would not protect labor and that it was 
wrong to lock up prisoners in idteness. The 
destruction of the labor aystem would, he said, 
prevent the opportunity of earning a release by 
good conduct, The proposed bill was not in 
the interest of honest workingmen, prison re- 
form, or good government, Ex-Gov. Bullock of 
Georgia said the O’Neil bill would compel the 
abandonment of the whole system of leasing 
conviets in vogue in the South. He predicted 
that the Southern members of Congress would 
vote againat the bill when they saw it would 
coma? the support of prisoners in idleness. 

G. R. Brockway of the New-York State Re- 
tormatory suggested that a conference be held 
this Fall, representing all the States, if possible, 
to consider the prison labor question. A reso- 
lution that the Executive Committee of the as- 
sociation confer with the Governors of the 
Btates throughout the Union with a view to 
Galling such a conference was adapted, as well 
as one by Prof. Wayland, that * in the judgment 
of this association productive prison labor is an 
indispensable factor in the work of prison re- 
form, and that any scheme which has a tendency 
to permit or promote the idleness of prisoners 
will inflict irreparable injury upon the prisoner, 
the workingman, and the State.” 

At the evening session N. H. Brooker of South 
Carolina spoke as a representative of that State. 
The Committee on the Registration of Crimi- 
nals made its report, :

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THEY SELL ALTON TICKETS 


MORE ROADS QUIETLY DROP 
THK BOYCOTT. 

THE LACKAWANNA PRACTICALLY DE- 

SERTS THE OTHER TRUNK LINES— 

» THE EA8T-BOUND FREIGHT WAR. . 


Since-the Bee Line and Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroads have withdrawn from their com- 


pact to boycott the Chicago and Alton Road sev- 


eral new and interesting facts have come to 
light. It seems now that the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Road and, it is said, the 
New-York, Ontario and Western as well, are 
selling Chicago and Alton tickets, though they 
do not doitopenly. At the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western office, 10 Greenwich-street, 
these tickets are being sold whenever they are 
demanded. The agents there would not admit 
this to a TIMES reporter, and one of the passen- 


» ger clerks at 26 Exchange-place said, when asked. 


if these tickets were sold by the Laekawanna: 
‘*No, Sir, the Chicago and Alton is a boycotted 
road.” When he was questioned closely, how- 
ever, he admitted that emigrant tickets could 
be procured there via the Chicago and Alton. 
It is not known whether or not first-olass tickets 
are sold over that road in the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western office, but the boycotting 
agreement which was signed by the eight trunk 
and three Central Traffie Association lines in 
April of last year did not specify what cluss of 
tickets were to be excluded from sale, it having 
been supposed that itreferred to ali kinds of 
passenger business. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Road, it is said. is precmestly out of the Trunk 
Line Association, although it has not formally 
withdrawn, The immigrant boarding house 
keepers who formerly distributed their patron- 
age among the various roads, are now throwing 
all their trade out to the Delaware, Lackawanna 
anG Western, which road in return is paying 
them commissions in defiance of the recognizea 
law of the association to pay no commissions to 
agents, the other lines having agreed to discon- 
tinue the expensive practice. The Lackawanna, 
moreover, has ceased to make official reports to 
the Trunk Line Association, and it is believed 
that it is a question of but a short time when it 
will be formally withdrawn from the faithful 
care and tender mercies of Commissioner Fink. 

It is believed that the next road to fall into 
line and resume the sale of Chicago and Alton 
tickets openly is the Erie. It is not thought 
that either the New-York Central or Pennsyl- 
vania will withdraw trom the boycotting agree- 
ment, as both are quite bitterin their fight on the 
commission question, the latter extremely so. 
It was rumored a that the Lehigh Val- 
ley had officially raised the boycottand resumed 
the sale of Chicago and Alton tickets, but the 
story was denied by William B. Smith, General 
Eastern Passenger Agent of the Lehigh, who 
said he had received no information from head- 
quarters in regard to the matter. In the svent 
of these roads lifting the long-axisting boycott 
there will be but three trunk lined left to fieht 
the Chicago and Alton—the Pennsylvania, New- 
York Central, and West Shore—besides two Cen- 
tralMratfic Association lines, 

The question as to how the action of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio would be regarded is now con- 
sidered settled, and agents feel certain that 
concurrence in, rather than opposition to, the 
move is the outcome so far ag at least a majority 
oftbe trunk lHnes are concerned. The Chieago 
and Alton officials feel happy in having battled 
80 long with a final victory against such a pow- 
erful enemy as the Trunk Line Association. 


“SPLIT ORDERS” STILL COMING, 
FRESH ONES ON THREE ROADS BY EVERY 
’ STEAMER, 

A careful investigation discloses the fact 
that “split orders” are brought into Castle 
Garden by immigrants from every steamer, 
drawn onthe Chicago and Northwestern, the 
Chicago, 8t. Paul and Kansas City, and the Wis- 
consin Central Roads, though none but old or- 
ders have been seen yet drawn on the latter 
road, and it is believed that no new business is 
being solicited in foreign ports for that line, 


The orders which are held on the other two 
roads, however, are nearly if not quite all 
new, as the dates show. Every steamer that 
has landed passengers at the Garden during the 
present month has. carried travelers booked 
over one or all of theses roads. The numbers 
that have been accounted for by each steamer 
vary from 3 to 20, though it is believed.that 
only about one-third or perhaps less of those 
that are held are ever shown to any one in the 
Garden, The railroad agent in Castle Garden 
admitted yesterday that “a few” of these orders 
drawn on different roads are daily passifig 
through in the possession of immigrants, though 
itis not necessary that they should be shown to 
him at all, 

These facts, although known by those per- 
sons in the Garaen who choose to inform them- 
selves, are, singularly enough, not generally 
known outside, A gentleman who is tamiliar 
with the business of Castle Garden said yester- 
day; ' Notonfy are these orders coming into 
the Garden new, but they have been all along for 
months, and they are rather on the increasert!:an 
otherwise. As far as I know, no other roads are 
being benefited as he except the Chicago, Bt. 
Paul and Kansas City, the Chicago and North- 
western, and the Wisvonsir Central, but there is 
no doubt that the orders of the latter road that 
are now coming in were allissued before that 
road abolished the eustom—leas than a year ago. 
The managers of some liner have been kept in- 
formed on this subject, but 1donot know that 
the competitors of these lines are aware of the 
prevalence of the custom.” 

“ Are you sure that the orders drawnon the 
two first-pamed roads were of a recent issue?” 

**T eertainly am,” was thereply. * The erders 
are all dated, but I am as particular in noticing 
the dates as { aia the roads on which they are 
drawn,” 

Mr. Bemis, Eastern Passenger Agent of the 
Wisconsin Central, claims that his road has not 
been getting its full share of the business ema- 
nating from Castle Garden. “If any orders are 
coming innow drawn on our road,” said he, 
‘they are old ones, but if the Trunk Line As- 
sociation does not allow us our full 10 per cent, 
of the business, as they have agreed todo, we 
will be compelled to look out for it ourselves, 
and when we do it we will do it openly.” 

P, C, Stonrs, General Eastern Agent of the 
Chicago, 8t. Paul and Kansas City, could offer no 
explanation for the appearance of “split or- 
ders" on his road, except it might be done 
through European bankers at the request of cor~ 
respondents in St. Paul and Minneapolis, who 
are interested as individuals ia thea road. A. H. 
Pride held that the Chicago and Northwestern 
orders are old orders, but when informed that 
some of these were dated ag late as April, 1888, 
he said: ‘ We are getting our full share of the 
Castie Garden business, as agreed between our 
road and the Trunk Line Association, and what 
arders are coming through the Garden drawn on 
our road are authorized by our managers.”

NORFOLE’S NEW TERMINAL, 

NorFo.k, Va, July 16,—The Chowan and 
Southern Railroad Company, of which George 
8, Scott of the Richmond and Danville system 
is President, to-day paid the $45,000 purchase 
money for the terminal which the combination 
of the Richmond ganda Danville and Atlantic 
Coast line systems is to use here. The property 
is situated in what is known as the inner har- 


bor on the south side of the river and almost 
opposite the Norfolk and Western Railroad's 
coal pier, Itisa point of land with navigable 
water on egeb side, and is capable of being im- 
proved to an extent thas will make it one of the 
most valuable terminal properties on the At- 
lantie coast. Harry Walters, the Vice-President 
and General Manager of the Atlantic Coaat line, 
bas been in the city several daya, and this, 
ceupled with the payment for the terminal prop- 
erty and the fact that engineers are locating the 
route of the Chowan and Sauthern Koad which 
will bring the two systema into Norfolk, lobks 
as if business was meant.

TRYING TO ESCAPE BUSINESS. 
A PECULIAR SITUATION OVER EAST- 
BOUND FREIGHT. 

CuicaGo, July 16.—The fight over east- 
bound freight is either nearing an end or is 
about to be transferred to other articles than 
dressed beef and live stock, The Erie and tho 
Chicago and Atlantic made their usual cut to- 
day in the rate on dressed beef, dropping from 7 
to 6 vents per 100 pounds from Chicago to New- 
York. For the first time since the war began 
the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania lines failed to 
meet the cut, A consultation of the freight 
officials of the Michigan Central, Lake Shore, 
Panhandle and Fort Wayne Roads resulted in 
an agreement to stand by the rates in effect on 
Saturday and ignore the Erie’s cut for one day 
at least. 

What brought the Vanderbilt and Penn- 
Bylvania lines to this halt was the dis- 
covery that they were getting all the dressed 
beef business. Inasmuch as orey carload 
handled at existing rates means alossto the 
roads this state of things was more than they 
had bargained for. The agents of these lines 
say that the Chicagoand Atlantic has taken a 
ver 
itself has carried no dressed beef out of Chicago 
for several days, the reason being that 
it gave notice to shippers last week 
that in consequensco of the present low 
rates their shipMents would have to take 
chances with ordinary freight instead of being 
forwarded by special fast freight trains. Ship- 
pers naturally gave their business to the other 
roads, which are just realizing that they are 
getting the worst of the situation, while their 
rival can cut rates to a fraction of a cent if nec- 
essary to preserve its differential. All of this 
would scem to show that anend of the outting 
of dressed beef rates is not far off. Itis quite 
probable, however, that rates on other com- 
modities will be attacked. _ If they are the Erie 
will not be the centre of the fight, as if has no 
differentials.to protect. It will make outs, of 
course, but will not begin them. 

The Chicago and Grand Trunk to-day put into 
effect its advanced rate of 30 cents on dressed 
beef, and the Nickel Plate and Lackawanna will 
do the same on July 21. The Bee Line has given 
the necessary notice of a corresponding advance 
on rates from Indianapolis to the seaboard. 
Nevertheless commodity rates continue to go 
cown, The rate on compressed wool, which 
was reduced several days ago from 50 to 47 
cents, was further cut to-day to 46 cents, and 


the rate on white lead went down from 30 to 22 
cents.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The Lehigh Valley Road is determined to pro- 
cure its share of the through Castle Garden immi- 
atant business, and will place a line of tickets in the 
Garden with C, 8, Doane, the joint trunk line agent, 
as agent for that line also. William B. Smith, Gen- 
eral Eastern Passenger Agent of the Lehigh Valley 
Road, says that heretofore only local business has 
been given his road. “We think,” said he, “that we 
are also entitled to a share of the through business, 
and we have asked for this with, I think, a fair chance 
for a favorable aeetr We have always lived up to the

JACKSON, Miss., July 16.—There is a clash be- 
tween the [llinois Central Railroad and the Missis- 
sippi Railroad Commission, The commission some 
time since fixed a tariff for the government of 
freight rates on the road, as it had a right to do, Un- 
der the Mississippi laws the railroad refused to rec- 
ognize these rates, and soon after tixed a tare of its 
own ata much higher rate, The penalty for viola- 
tion of the commisgion’s tariif is $500 for each of- 
tense, and it had made all arrangements to begin 
suit against the Illinois Central. Leading officers 
of the company appeared before the commission to- 
day and endeavored by strong arguments to show 
that its tariff was just and reasonsble and should be 
adopted by the commission, The matter is still 
pending, but the commission is not at all inclined to 
adopt the views of the road.

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DISCUSSING THE TREATY 


THE 








REPUBLICANS BID FOR 
THE IRISH VOTE. 
AN EFFORT TO MAKE POLITICAL CAPI- 
TAL OF THE NEGOTIATIONS TO SET- 
TLE THE FISHERIES TROUBLES. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—In the considera- 
tionof the fishery treaty to-day in open execu- 
tive session, the Senate was addressed by Mr. 
Pugh in favor of its ratification. He said that 
Republican Senators assailed the treaty, but 
did not propose any amendment to it, They only 
proposed to exercise the power of rejecting it 
and of elosing the door to further negotiations. 
It was manifest that the Republican majority 
was willfully avoiding its constitutional and 
sworn duty and was placing the Senate 
before the country in a_ disreputable 
attitude for noother purpose than a supposed 
political and partisan consideration. How, he 
asked, could such a party be trusted with th 
custody of political power? He declared that 
the complaint made by Senators Frye and Hoar 
that the President had ignored those who could 
have been most useful in the negotiations was 
utterly unfounded and entirely destitute of 
merit. The opposition to the treaty was for 
speculative political advantages. What, he 

ed, was the quarrel about? Who were mak- 
ing the fuss, and for what purposes? 

On the American side, those who were really 
interested were that portion of the population 
of Maine and Massachusetts who were engaged 
in the fishery business in Canadian waters, and 
on the British side the only people really inter- 
ested were that portion of the population of 
Canada, Nova Scotia, and Newfoundland en- 
gagedin the same business. The people of 
England, Ireland, and Scotland would suffer no 
injury or derive no benefit from anything in the 
treaty, so that the Irish voters, for whom the 
Republicans are fishing, would find nothing in 
the rejection of the treaty that would mortify 
or punish England. England had nothing to 
lose but everything to gain by American non- 
intercourse with Canada. The people of Canada 
were naturally the friends of the people of the 
United States and could be made sv in practice 
by commercial intercourse, so that it wouid be 
the best policy of the people of the United States 
to be liberal, tolerant, and forbearing with that 
neighboring people. 

The reason for the opposition to the treaty, he 
said, was found in the tifteedth article, which,fit 
was feared, would give the American market to 
Canadian fishermen. He referred to a state- 
ment made by Mr, Sherman in secret session, 
that he intended to offer an amendment to strike 
out the fifteenth article, and to the general 
understanding that amendments were to be of- 
fered, and said that it was not until Republican 
Senators had determined that no amendments 
should be offered that they had agreed to take 
the treaty out of secret session and into open 
session. It was therefore amusing to witness 
the indignation affected by the Senator from 
Magsachusetis (Mr. Hoar) at the suggestion 
that politics entered into the question, 

Had it not been, he said, ror the menace of 
fr-e fish found in the fifteenth article no out- 
burst of indignation against the sacrifices and 
surrenders made in the pendiag treaty would 
have been heard. It was exactly the same sort 
of clamor that was raised against the Millis bill, 
harmless in itself, but regarded by the pro- 
tectionists as a step toward the complete sur- 
render of the markets of the United States. 
But all such ringing of gongs and fire belis and 
all such oatery that the tires of free trade were 
approaching the palaces of protection would 
fail to rally the occupants ef the cabins, 
shantios, and tenement houses to the rescue. In 
conclusion he said that the President had dis- 
charged his duty with due regard to the rights 
of Awerican fishermen, and free from any parti- 
san cansideration. It was for the people to de- 
cide whether the President or the Senate was 
most to blame for keeping up the disturbed con- 
dition, Which was full of ruinous consequences. 

Mr. Chandler addressed the Senate in opposi- 
tion to the treaty, 

It did not need demonstration, he said, that 
the treaty was not beneficial to American fisher- 
men. It surrendered access to waters that were 
favorable to. them, and it humiliated, belittled, 
and endangered the country. The yoice of the 
fishermen was unanimous against such a one- 
sided bargain. The fishermen believed that 
they were entitled to full commercial rights, 
and they wished the Government to take a firm 
stand and demand them, They did not wish to 
have to pay for a license to buy bait and sup- 
plies, and to carry on their business under a 
ban, with fewer rights than other commerce 
ships, after having been once especially favored 
above all vessels at sea. If the fishermen 
realized that they were to be sacrificed by their 
Government their courage would at last fail, 
and they would give up their struggie against 
Canada, Great Britain, and their own Govern- 
ment, Such was evidently the hope of the Ad- 
ministration which had scrificed their interests, 

The treaty was dishonoring to the Nation in 
many particulars, It wasa national dishonor 
because it had been negotiated after a series of 
wrongful seizures and other outrages perpe- 
trated on American fishing vessels for the vety 
purpose of forcing upon the United States a 
disadvantageous bargain. No independent na- 
tion should stoop to make a treaty under such 
circumstances. The treaty was a uvational dis- 
honor because by it the United States was forced 
by Canada into the alteration of its customs 
laws. It was a national dish r because & part 
of the negotiations was conducted by the repre- 
sentatives of England not alone with the United 
States Government, but avowedly with one po- 
litical party of the country. The treaty was a 
national dishonor because tw6 of the so-calied 
plenipotentiaries, being appointed by the Presi- 
dent without the advice and consent of the 
Senate, were not constitutionally selected. The 
United States, he said, was fairly entitled to 
the rights and privileges which American fish- 
ermen cjaimed and could not safely or honor- 
ably pay for them the price demanded by Great 
Britain or Canada, 





SUING AN INSURANCE OOMPANY. 

Krnaston, N. Y., July. 16.—Jennie New- 
kirk, Ella Newkirk, and Edgar Newkirk, chil- 
dren of the late De Witt H. Newkirk of Kings- 
ton, have brought an action against the North- 
western Masonic Aid Association, an insurance 


corporation, on policies of insurance to the 
amount of $3,500. These policies were payable 
to O. A. Schemerhorn or to the heirs of De Witt 

. Newkirk. Schemerhorn, having assigned all 
his right under the policies, the children named, 
who are under age, are the heirs, and have 
brought an action to recover. The company re- 
fuses to pay on the ground that they had no 
power to issue a policy to any person other than 
an heir or devisee, and that making the polic 

ayable to Schemerhorn invalidated it. Newkir 
oteme involved in business here last Summer 
and went to Syracuse, where he was found dying 
in a hotel. 


GOV. AMES ASSERTS HIMSELF. 

Boston, July 16.—If any doubt existed 
of the improvement in the condition of Gov. 
Ames, it was set at rest to-day by the authborita- 
tive announcement that he was not only getting 
well, but, what is more important to Gen. 
Draper, ex-Gov. Brackett, Speaker of the House 
Noyes, and several other gentiemen who have 
begua to nurse gubernaterial booms, word came 
from the sick room that the Governor would be 
a live candidate for-a renomination. The alarm- 
ing accounts published about him were at last 
seen by the Governor, and the bare idea that he 
could be considered*out of the fleld for a third 
term was better than a tonic.

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE DID A 
LITTLE WORK YESTERDAY. 


Senator Matt Quay of Pennsylvania, 
Chairman of the Republican National and Ex- 
ecutive Committees, arrived in this eity early 
yesterday. He went at once to the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Hotel, and efter oreakfast presided over a 
meeting of the Executive Committee. There 
‘were present at the meeting, besides Mr. Quay, 
J. Manchester Hayzxes of Maine, John O. New of 
Indiana, J. 8S. Clarkson ef Iowa, J. Sloat Fassett 
of New-York, Samuel Fessenden of Connect- 
icut, M. H. De Young of California, William 
Cassius Goodloe of Kentucky, George R. Davis 
of Illinois, Garrett A. Hobartof New-Jersey, and 
A. L. Conger of Ohio. J. W. Anderson of Wash- 
ington, D. C., was made stenographer of the 
committee. The session only lasted a short 
time, the members separating, to meet again ia 
the gvening. 

Senator Quay was not very communicative. 
He said that he would remain in the city only a 
few days, when he would go and get alittle more 
good fishing. When all preliminaries had been 
arranged he would come to New-York and work 
hard and steadily for the success of the Repub- 
lioan Party. 

“You may say,” he added, “that I have no 
fear of the result. The Republican Party is 
strong, its candidates are good men, and the 
platform suits the people exactly. For ali these 
reasons [ have confidenee in onr success.”’ 

At the evening session of the Executive Com- 
mittee only Senator Quay, Mr. New, Mr. Clark- 
son, Mr. Davis, and Mr. De Young were present. 
The only business of importance was tbe ap- 
popemens by Senator Quay of W. D. Dudley of 

ndiana to be the Treasurer of the National 
Committee, as well as of the Executive Commit- 
tee. Ail the officers of both committees are 
new the same. It being impossible to come to 
abn agreement about the National Headquarters, 
Messrs. New, Fassett, and Clarkson were dele- 
gated to go on another house-hunting expedition 
to-day and to see if they cant’t find some suit- 
able place near the Fifth-Avenue Hotel with or 
without a back door. 

Senator Quay called attention iastevening to 
the fact that he is an old newspaper man. There 
are, therefore, six members of the Executive 
Committee who are, or have been, newspaper 
men: Senator Quay, Mr. Clarkson, Mr. New, 
Mr. Davis, Mr. Fassett, and Mr. De Young. 

Stephen B. Elkins was a constant attendant 
(in the corridors) of the sessions of the Execu- 
tive Committee. At the close of the evening 
session he went into the committee room and 
had a short talk with Mr. New. Tere are not 
many hangers-on, a8 yet, in addition to Mr. 
Elkins. One hungry individual spent some una- 
vailing time in trying to convince Senater Quay 
that the Republicans could carry Tennessee if 
he should be made the recipient and disburser 
of plenty of money. He departed without any 
visible swelling of his purse. 

“ Judge” Morrison and his co-laborers of the 
Irish-American Anti-Free Trade League, whose 
visit to the Exeoutive Committee caused s0 
much consternation among its members last 
Thursday night, seems to have “made a raise” 
from some source. They have got a part of the 
house 174 Fifth-avenue, for the rent of which 
they “struck” Mr, New and the rest of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. They were snugly en- 
sconced last evening, and everybody, the 
“ Judge” included, wasin full bloom and great 
spirits. This will be sad news to the John 
Devoy crowd, who are playing the same polit- 
ical game. As soon as they fread in 
the newspapers last Friday morning what 
“Judge” Morrison and his partners had 
done, they marched to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 
in still larger foree and presented their ease 
with great fervorand eloquence. Up to te-day 
they have got nothing but soft words and vague 

romises, ‘‘ Judge” Morrison struck for a whole

THE SIXTY-NINTH REGIMENT IMPROV- 
ING ITS TIME AT PESKSKILL. 

Strate CAMP, PEEKSKILL, July 16.—The 
Sixty-ninth has settled to work and drilling has 
been going on all over camp to-day. Seret. 
Jansen ef the First Battery is also deter- 
mined that his mengshall profit by their stay 
here, and he had them out soon after reveille in 
the little space on the bluff between the bat- 
tery’s — and newspaper row.

One of the visitors to eamp tells of how, at An- 
tietam, Col. Cavanagh, or Major, as ho was then, 
though for some reason at the time he was in 
command of the regiment, was holding a certain 
point at the sunken road near the little church. 
‘Gen. Hancock rode up and shouted, “ Major, 
how long can you hold this position?” ‘That 
depinds, General,” was the ready reply, ‘‘that 
depinds on how long it will take them to kill us 
off.” When asked if the story was true Col. 
Cavanagh modestly admitted that it was, and 
added, ‘‘ How Gen. Hancock ivver knew Oi was 
a Major Oi don’t know, for Oi waa dirty and 
ragged and looked loike a thramp.” But what 
the Colonel is trying to do is to geta body of 
men on whom he can piace as much dependence 
as he did on his regiment under those trying 
circumstances. 

The camp so far has been a model of order.

The Sixty-ninth is a regiment capable of doing 
solid work, and cannot well be accused of being 
composed of ‘‘ play’” soldiers. 

The camp has had more visitors this year than 
before. Peeple come from all along the river, 
both up and down, and many arrive from New- 
York. They wander about in all directions, and 
the sentries are given some bother in explaining 
te them where they can and where they cannot 
go. Urohins especially are inclined to resent 
not being allowed to slide down the steep bluif, 
and only give up the idea when promised a day 
in the guardhouse if they try it. Another 

leasing class of visitors is that which comes 

ere to spoon. Amateur photographers are the 
chief benefiters from this contingent, and have 
seoured some very amusing negatives. The 
average young man of the region reundabout is 
perfectly happy if he can get his sweetheart to 
come to camp, and then eapture a camp stool 
and get into some secluded spot on the bluff. 

Sometimes two camp stools are begged for, but 
not often, The drawback to these secluded 
spots is that the bluff is not regular and there is 
alwayssome angle from which the trysting 
place is not secluded. The amateur photog- 
rapher finds this angle invariably. One bold 
young mancame here with twe young ladies, 
got three camp stools, put an arm about the 
waist of each young lady, and kidsed each 
alternately.

Gov. Hitt is beset with a new embarrass- 
ment in the demand of a committee of labor 
organizations that he call upon the Legis- 
lature to repeal or modify the couspiracy 
provisions of the Penal Code under which 
boycotters and persecutors of independent 
workingmen are liable to punishment. It 
is a pretty bad thing that laboring men 
should have leaders who demand that. an 
iviportant safeguard against injustice 
and wrong should be thrown down, but 
the Governor’s course has been such 
as to lay him open to any demand that may 
be made upon him in the much-abused 
name of labor. If he doesnot comply with 
this demand he is likely to incur the enmity 
of men whose favor he has sought by 
numerous demagogic utterances. Ifhe does 
he will excite the disgust of law-abiding 
and justice-loving citizens, who believe 
that the rights of every man should be pro- 
tected against conspiracies to destroy his 
business or to prevent him from earning a 
living because he refuses to submit to the 
tyrannical demands of some combination. 








It is now understood that the majority of 
the Judiciary Committee of the Senate will 
abandon all attempts to sustain any charges 
against Mr. FULLER as a nominee for the 
Chief-Justiceship, but they will try to 
create some prejudice against him on the 
ground of his alleged sympathy with the 
South some twenty-eight years ago. It 
would be very much better for the Repub- 
lican Party if their leaders in Congress had 
the sense to avoid tacti¢es of this sort. Not 
ouly do they fail, but they harm their au- 
thorsmorethan anyone else. They have been 
tried too often in vain. They are vile at 
best, but when they succeed they cannot 
be called absolutely foolish. When they do 
not succeed, every failure brings the party 
into deeper contempt. In this case it is 
perfectly certain that enough Republican 
Senators will throw off the party collar and 
do their-plain duty to confirm the nomina- 
tion of Mr. FuLuEerR, as happened in the 
somewhat similar case of Mr. LAMAR. The 
situation of those Republican Senators who 
vote against Mr. FULLER after such a re- 
buke from their fellow-Senators will not 
be enviable. 








A resolution offered by Z. R. BRockway, 
Superintendent of the State Reformatory at 
Elmira, was adopted by the National Prison 
Association at Boston yesterday in favor of 
a general conference to consider the prison 
labor question, to be held the coming Au- 
tamn, and to be composed of three mem- 
bers from each State of the Union, be- 
sides representatives of the association. 
The Executive Committee of the asso- 
ciation was instructed to confer with the 
Governors of the several States with a view 
to calling sucha conference and securing 
delegates thereto. This is a proposition 
of very great importance, for there is an 
urgent need of a thorough consideration of 
this prison labor question by those most 
competent to deal with it, for the 
purpose of clearing the public mind of 
misconceptions and delusions, preventing 
mischievous legislation, if’ possible, and 
promoting the general adoption of an en- 
lightened system. The fact that such a 
conference is to be held furnishes an ad- 
ditional reason why’the Legislature of this 
State, at the extra session to begin to-day, 
should confine itself, in the matter of prison 
legislation, to making the needed appro- 
priation for continuing the existing system 
for the present. 


It was stated in our Chicago dispatches 
yesterday morning that in case of the re- 
nomination of Gov. Rusk by the Republic- 
ans of Wisconsin a combination might be 
made between the Democrats and the Mil- 
waukee section of the Labor organization 
by which the Electoral, votes of the State 
could be secured. Such a combination 
would be little short of criminal. Of 
course the Democratic managers could 
not prevent the Milwaukee ‘Labor’ 

‘Party from voting qs they chose, but 
a * eombination” involves a mutual ar-

rangement, with recognition in some de- 
gree of the political purposes and motives 
of each party. The opposition to Gov. 
Rusk in this case rests solely on the vigor 
and efficiency with which he defended the 
order and safety of society against riot and 
anarchy. Such a motive can be regarded 
only with detestation by loyal American 
citizens, and to pander to it for the sake of 
political advantage would be in the nature 
of moral treason. : 


*The Tribune still clings to what may char- 
itably be called the delusion that the 
Whisky Trust isa Kentucky organization, 
and speaks of the Trust’s “headquarters in 
Kentucky.” The home and headquarters of 
the Whisky Trust are in Peoria, Dl, 
and the organization does not  in- 
clude even one of the Kentucky dis- 
tilleries. Its factories are to be found in 
Illinois, Ohio, Nebraska, and New-York. 
The Kentucky distillers have an association 
by which they try to restrict production, 
but they have no Trust. The Tribune, of 
course, prefers for political reasons to locate 
the Whisky Trust in Kentucky, and we 
shall not be surprised if it continues to do 
so until after election.

The House Committee on Naval Affairs 
present ssome weighty reasons for creating 
the office of Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy. ‘The business of the department,” 
it urges, “is so extensive, the expend- 
itures so important, and the transactions 
altogether so difficult that the Secretary 
needs the assistance of a competent civilian 
who, like himself, will be immediately re- 
sponsible to public opinion.” The same 
considerations would apply to the War 
Office, in which the business transacted is 
even more complex, and ordinarily involves 
still greater amounts. All the river 
and harbor improvements, for example, 
come under the War Department, as 
well as other projects of construction 
of public works. There are also constant 
and intricate technical questions to study 
and decide. But both the War and the 
Navy Departments have now special uses 
for an Assistant Secretary in view of the 
important extra expenditures made or to 
be madeby them. Thecreation of a wholly 
new ficet involves a great deal of labor 
added to the ordinary routine, and a like 
laboris impending in the War Office with 
the projected system of coast defense, The 
salaries proposed for the Assistant Secre- 
taries under the pending bill are not large, 
and the gain in efficieacy, watchfulness 
over details, and promptness in the dispatch 
of business would probably more than re- 
pay them. 








The developments of the court-martial at 
Annapolis indicate that the peculiar sense 
of humor possessed by some cadets of the 
Third Class at the Naval Academy may 
lead to results not wholly hilarious, To be 
sure, the unfortunate lads of the Fourth 
Class who were forced to perform the 
“jackass act” were not injured thereby, 
save, perhaps, in their feelings, since the 
“act” only required wagging the ears and 
braying. Those cadets, too, who were forced 
to chew soap do not appear to have had 
an indigestion in consequence. Still, these 
and similar tricks are for some reason for- 
bidden at Government institutions, and se- 
vere penalties are attached to playing them. 
The lads who broke the rules well knew the 
risks, and having had their fun they will 
presumably now take their medicine with 
the same high spirits that caused them to 
administer the soap to comrades. Or if 
there is afeeling of chagrin in being ordered 
to transfer their services to private life, 
this may prove in the end only a healthful 
corrective to the premature sense of quar- 
ter-deck superiority with which they were 
wont to jauntily remark, ‘Mr. X., stand on 
your head, Sir!” in the washroom of the 
Censtellation. What makes even compara- 
tively mild bullying so perilous to try on 
at Annapolis is that there are always many 
more cadets there than the service can find 
commissions for, so that the chance to weed 
out a few hazers itvusually accepted with 
great alacrity. 








THE EXTRA SESSION. 

The Constitution of this State gives the 
Governor power to convene the Legislature 
“on extraordinary occasions,” and provides 
that “at extraordinary sessions no subject 
shall be acted upon except such as the Gov- 
ernor may recommend for consideration.” 
The extraordinary occasion calling for a 
session at this time is supposed to be the 
necessity of providing for carrying on the 
industries established in the Staté prisons 
on account of the failure to make appro- 
priations for the purpose at the regular ges- 
sion, though the Governor did not so 
specify in his proclamation. What con-. 
stitutes an occasion justifying a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature is doubt- 
less left to the discretion of the Gov- 
ernor, but it is the evident intention of the 
Constitution that the State shall be 
put to this expense only to provide 
for an emergency that is exceptional, 
and that nothing shall be done except what 
the emergency calls for. The recommenda- 
tions of the Governor ought therefore to be 
confined to subjects which would ef them- 
selves justify the calling together of the 
Legislature in extraordinary session for 
their consideration. Anything in the way 
of ordinary legislation should be excluded. 
The only thing we know ef, besides provid- 
ing for the employment of prisoners, that 
can properly be recommended to the Legis- 
lature for consideration is the situation in 
regard to the construction of the aqueduct 
for this city. 

The only thing “extraordinary” in the 
occasion, so far as the prisons are con- 
cerned, is the failure to appropriate money 
for carrying on the industries under the 
system established by law “and the conse- 
quent idleness which is threatened for the 
greater partof ayear. The State-account 
system of prison labor has been delib- 
erately adopted by general legislation. 
The law of 1877 limited the methods of 
employing labor in the prisons to that by 
contract or that by the State, or partly by 
one system and partly by the other, as the 
Superintendent might deem best, and 
thé amendment of 1884 prohibited the 
renewal of existing contracts or 


making of new ones. This left the 
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State-account system alone, Since then 
there have been four regular sessions of the 
Legislature, and no change has been made, 
Any proposition fora change in the prison 
labor system would involve legislation of 
the most general andordinary kind, such as 
might have been adopted at any regular 
session for the last four years, or may per- 
fectly well wait until the next regular 
session. Obviously, any supposed occasion 
for such a changeis not ‘‘extraordinary,” 
and would not have justified the convening 
of the Legislature, and is therefore not a 
proper subject for the Governor to recom- 
mend or for the Legislature to aet upon. 

The prison labor system being established 
by law of some years’ standing, and the only 
“extraordinary occasion” which it pre- 
sents being the lack of funds to carry it on, 
there is only one thing that can properly be 
done in regard to it, and that is the appro- 
priation of the needed money for keeping 
the prisoners at work until the Legislature 
at the next regular session can make fur- 
ther provision. This situation ought to be 
distinctly recognized by the Governor in the 
recommendations which he is expected to 
make to-day. He can limit the action of 
the Legislature to the extraordinary oc- 
casion which alone justified him in calling 
it together by limiting his recommendation 
to the one thing needed to meet that oc- 
casion. He will gain nothing by trying to 
shirk the responsibility, which distinctly 
belongs to him, of confining the scope of 
legislative action to the necessities of the 
situation. 

In our opinion the developments of the 
investigation in regard to thé management 
of the aqueduct work would of itself have 
justified the convening of the Legislature 
in extraordinary session, and, therefore, 
they afford a proper subject of recommenda- 
tien for its action. We have left no doubt 
in the minds of our readers as to what we 
think ought to be done. The infamous legis- 
lation of 1886 reorganizing the Aqueduct 
Commission should be repealed, and that 
body should be restored to its original com- 
position. Then, if the circumstances call 
for any change in its membership, apart 
from the city officers who belonged to it by 
virtue of their office, the manner of making 
them is prescribed by the law constituting 
the commission. So far as they are con- 
cerned no action of the Legislature is re- 
quired, 








MR. CHANDLER ON THE TREATY. 

Mr, PuGH, in advocating the ratitication 
of the fisheries treaty yesterday, stated 
his belief that the Republicans were in- 
spired in their opposition to it by partisan 
motives. Mr. Hoar regarded this state- 
ment with much indignation, that was un- 
doubtedly sincere, because when Mr. HOAR 
conceives an impression that tact of itself 
is soimportant to him that it quite shuts 
out from his field of vision any other facts 
that may conflict with the impression. 
But if Mr. Hoar’s. mind, after it is 
made up, were not quite impervious to 
evidence, the speech of Senator CHANDLER, 
immediately following Mr. PuGa, must 
have convinced the venerable Massachu- 
setts Senator that his party is guided by 
partisan motives, and pretty mean ones at 
that. Mr. CHANDLER’S speech was one that 
he should have been ashamed to address to 
the Senate, and one that he, being a Sena- 
tor, should have been ashamed to address 
to any audience whatever. He is not, how- 
ever, sensitive as to the opinion decent 
people may form concerning him, and he 
let himself loose yesterday in his wildest 
and most reckless manner. 

The theory of his speech was that Mr. 
CLEVELAND, in sympathy with Mr. BAYARD 
and with “tbe South,” has: conspired 
to ruin the fisheries interests cf New- 
England, in order to promote the interests 
of Great Britain and break down the pro- 
tective American tariff. In pursuit ef this 
censpiracy Mr. CLEVELAND had employed 
negotiators contrary to the Constitutien, 
who had arranged a treaty by the terms of 
which the United States surrendered rights 
that had been enjoyed for a half century. 

hese accusations are pure inventions. If 
it were possible for an honorable gentleman 
to be insulted by anythingsMr. CHANDLER 
could say, his assertions would be insult- 
ing. As itis, they are simply deliberate mis- 


‘representations made for the purpose of 


of stirring up the animosity felt by Irish 
voters toward Great Britain and inducing 
them to vote the Republican ticket. But 
there are very few men in this country not 
so blinded by prejudice as to be incapable 
of seeing the plain truth who will believe 
for a moment such wild statements. What 
earthly motive—to put the case in the form 
most favorable to Mr. CHANDLER—could the 
President have for surrendering American 
interests to Great Britain? What could he 
hope to gain by such a course? What could 
‘‘the South” hope to gain by it? If it be 
merely a question of political expediency, 
why should Mr. CLEVELAND desire to excite 
the indignant opposition of a large number 
of his countrymen, as he must excite it by 
any such action? Why should the South, 
dependent as it is, according to Mr. CHAND- 
LER, upon the re-election of the President 
for the retention of its hold on the National 
Government, wish to imperil it by so stupid 
a proceeding? 

Mr. CHANDLER would say, no doubt, that 
the President depended on the South for 
his renomination, and that the South was 
eager for free trade and took this way of 
“breaking down” protection. But the 
South has no more to gain from freer trade 
than the North. Indeed, if there be any 
virtue in a protective tariff, itis the South, 
with its really infant industries, and the 
South only, that can hope to derive any 
advantage from it. If that section were 
now, as it once was, entirely agricultural 
and dependent on foreign markets, it might" 
have a sectional interest in reducing the 
tariff and, obtaining the goods for which 
its products must be exchanged at lower 
cost. But it is now the Northwest rather 
than the South that is ‘in this situation. 
Again, even if the South had a special in- 
terest in breaking down the protective 
tariff it would accomplish very little in 
that direction by the alternative and condi- 
tional clause in the fisheries treaty. The 
most 16 could do would. be to secure reci- 
procity in the matter of fish. Would that 
destroy the protective tariff? Let Mr. 





Cuanprfr ask Mr. BurTERWORTH, an ar- 


dent Republican and protectionist, who is 
devoting his energies to securing complete 
commercial union with Canada. The whole 
structure raised by the malicious ingenuity 
of Mr. CHANDLER is baseless, and no one 
knows it better than he does. He is simply 
hunting for lrish votes. é 


FREE WOOL, 


It isnot likely that the most sanguine 
friends of the Mills bill expected so de- 
cisive ‘a triumph for its principle as was 
achieved in the decision of the House by 
120 votes to 102 that wool should be 
put upon the free: list. What is especially 
gratifying is that the Democrats voted 
solidly in favor of repealing the duty. 
There were but three dissentient votes, and 


‘according to the interesting explanation 


of the vote furnished by our Washington 
dispatch, if the House had been full there 
would probably have been but two more. 

It is to be borne in mind that this vote is 
the crucial test of the whole issue raised 
by the President’s message, The duty on 
wool is the only pretext of compensation 
which the farmers of the country receive 


.for the unnecessary burdens imposed upon 


them by the tariff. The President devoted 
a considerable part of his message to argu- 
ing that this compensation was in a great 
degree illusory, even to those farmers who 
were actually engaged in sheep raising, 
while for other farmers it, of course, 
does not exist at all. As we pointed 
out yesterday, neither theory nor expe- 
rience justifies the belief that the de- 
mand for home-grown wool would be 
reduced if the foreign wool were admitted 
free of duty, whileitis plain that mannu- 
factures of woolen would cost less by a re- 
duction in the cost to the manufacturer of 
the foreign product, of which he must in 
any case make large use. The letter 
which the President of the National Asso- 
ciation of Wool Manufacturers was in- 
duced to furnish for use on the Republican 
side of the debate, and which was read in 


the House yesterday, declaring that the’ 


manufacturers are opposed to a cheapening 
of their raw material, is in contradiction to

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THE SENATOR AND THE LEAGUE.

As these'tariff barons have appeared one 
after another before the committee, the 
veteran Senator from Vermont has had an 
excellent opportunity to urge them to yield 
up some of their ‘‘fat.” We do not believe 
that Mr. MoRRILL would take advantage of 
such an opportunity to urge the payment of 
campaign contributions, even if the Presi- 
dent of the Republican League had asked 
him to dé so. But, if we assume that he was 
the author of the quoted letter, he has said: 
“If I had my way about it I would put the 
manufacturers of Pennsylvania under the 
fire, and fry all the fat out of them.” 

Ard why would he “‘fry all the fat out of 
them”? Because, as the quoted letter gays, 
they are “ getting practically the sole bene- 
fit of the tariff laws,” are making “large 
fortunes every year when times are pros- 
perous,” and are inclined to “reap the 
fruits of the tariff policy without any de- 
duction for political expenses.” 

It should not escape the notico of the peo- 
ple of the United States that these senti- 
ments are not only those of a veteran Re- 
publican Senator, presutnably Mr. MORRILL, 
but are also, by official approval and adop- 
tion, those of the Republican League, an 
organization of several hundred thousand 
active Republican voters. For the letter is 
copied and approved in an official circular 
of the organization, signed by its Presi- 
dent, and accompanied by a subscription 
list which bears at its head the names 
of the League’s Treasurer, Secretary, and 
solicitor. It is approved in the circular 
as follows: ‘“‘These are strong words, and 
bitter; but they are irue.” The circular and 
the quoted Jetter are aconfession by this 
Senator and this organization that the 
manufacturers are “ getting practically the 
sole benefit of the tarifflaws.” What, then, 
becomes of the argument that the benefit of 
these laws is enjoyed by consumers general- 
ly, and especially by the workingmen whom 
the manufacturers empley? They are a 
confession that the manufacturers are 
inclined “to reap the fruits of the 
tariff pelicy without any deduction for 
political expenses,” and that the pres- 
nt rates can be maintained only by 


manufacturers have accumulated under the 
shelter of these rates. The veteran protec- 
tionist Senator and the Republican League 
have “given the whole thing away.” It 
was natural that the National Republican 
Committee should repeatedly snub the rep- 
resentatives of the League at the recent 
meeting in this city. No more effective 
material than this circular, for campaign 
use in behalf of tariff reform has appeared 
since the publication of the President's 
tariff message. In their brutal simplicity 
its admissions are fatal te the policy which' 
it was intended to support. 
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‘The ‘French Chamber of Deputies is not 
prepared to abolish the political duel, as 
was shown yesterday by its refusal to vote 
“urgency” to a measure for that purpose 
introduced by aBishop. Asis well known to 
American humorists, French political duels 
do not as arule endanger human life, butthe 
severe wounding of BOULANGER constitutes 
an exceptien that might perhaps lead to 
mere stringent measures if there were no 
‘*nolitics” concerned. Those Frenchmen who 
continue to justify dueling do so, doubtless, 
upon GOETHE’s ground that it is more im- 
portant to the community that there should 
be an effective security against rudeness 
and license than that an occasional life 
should not be shortened by vielence. The 
answer to this is that in a perfectly civil- 
ized society public opinion would eftectu- 
ally discourage and repress wanton disre- 
gard of people’s rights and feelings, and 
that there would be no occasion for an indi- 
vidual to become the avenger of hisown 


‘social wrongs.

MR. HAGADORN’S WILL. 


THE WIDOW NOT SATISFIED WITH ITS 
PROVISIONS. 

KrincstTon, N. Y., July 16.—The Stephen 
C. Hagadorn will case, which has been before 
three Ulster County Surrogates, has finally been 
settled by the present Surrogate, Oliver P. Car- 
penter. His decision establishes the validity of 
the will. Stephen C. Hagadorn, the testator, 
while teaching school in the town of Saugerties 
in 1868 was stricken with paralysis. On recov- 
ering from the disease he opened a store at 
Quarry ville, and in May, 1884, had accumulated 
about $20,000. In the Fall of 1883 he 
had a second attack of paralysis, and 
in June, 1884, a third attack, frem 
which he died in the following October. 
On Fob. 29, 1884, the will in question was ex- 
ecuted by Mr. Hagadorn at Saugerties. The will 
was drawn at the office of Benjamin M. Coon, 
an attorney. It gaveto Adla, only child of Mr. 
Hagadern, one-half of all hia property. The 
other half was devised to the Exveuters in trust 
to pay the income thereof te the wife, Sarah 
Jane, during her life, with autkority to use for 
her auppert as much of the principal as might 
be necessary, and fer this purpose they were 
authorized to Sell the real estate. If anythiug 
remained at Mrs. Hagadorn’s death the will 
provided for its disposition. The Exeeutors 
were Samuel F. Hommel and Frederick M. 
Wells. Tho will was admitted to probate on 
Nov. 24, 1884, and the Executors entered upon 
their duties. ‘ 

Mrs. Hagadorn was not satisfied with the will, 
nor with the Exocutors, and sinee that time has 
tried: in various waye to have the latirer re- 
moved. Her first petition aileged they were 
mismanaging the estate ~and were financially 
irrespoasible. This was not proved. Her next 
petition alleged undue influence in the making 
of the will, and that atthe time of its making 
the testator’s mind was unsound, being affected 
by pafalysis and other diseases. Fifty-four wit- 
nesses, including three physicians, were sworn. 
During the progress of the case attempts were 
made to ettect a compremise whereby the 
Executors would surrender their trust, but they 
have succeeded in vindicating themselves and 
will continue to’carry out the provisions of the 
will. 





GEN. HARRISON'S ILLNESS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 16.—Gen. Har- 
rison passed avery quiet day; indeed, he had 
fewer callers to-day than on any day sincé 
his nomination, 2nd tho rest:*proved very 
grateful to him.

SEEKING A CANDIDATE TO SEAT WARNER 
MILLER. 

Saratoga, N. Y., July 16,—Thers seems 
to be a very general impression among the lead- 
ing Democrats of Saratoga that the Democratic 
State Convention to nominate the party's candi- 
Gates for Gevernor, Lieutenant-Gorernor, and @ 
Sustice of the Court of Appeals will be nela here 
during theearly part of September, and Gov. 
David B. Hill, ox-Congresaman Roswell P. 
Flower, and ex-Mayor William R. Grace are the 
only candidates talked cf. Itis conseded that 
@ very strong man must be nominated in order 
to defeat ex-Senator Warner Miller, wno,it is 
believed, will be the Republican candidate for 
Governor. The Democrats have no hesitancy in, 
saying that ex-Senator Miller will be a bard 
man to beat. They are not satistied with Gov. 
Hill, but say thatit may become apparent that 
heis the only availabie man to pit against ex- 
Senator Miller. They have eonsiderable taith 
in Gov. Hill’s fighting ability, but do not like his 
record as Governor. They would prefer ex- 
Congressman Flower, and hope that events may 
80 shape themselves that he ean safely onter tbe 
race and carry the State for the Democratis 
Party. 

Mr. Flower is very well known and admired 
in Saratoga, and his freedom from any of the 
influences of the aqueduct ring, composed of 
Gov. Hill, John O’Brion, and other, is favorably 
commented upon. Still, there are not many 
Democrats who believe that Mr Flower conld 
secure the tomination even if he struggled for 
it. Ex-Mayor Grace 1s rated here as 2 man who 
could have the nomination if he made a fight 
for it, but itis not known whether he seeks the 
Governorship er his old place as Mayor of New- 
York. The New-York Demecrats have either 
been unwilling or unable to give the Saratogians 
any information upon this subject. 

Fire Commissioner Henry D. Purroy toek a 
drive this morning out to Luther’s White Sul- 
phur Springs Hotel, at the southern end of Sara- 
toga Lake. Later Mr. Purroy called upon ex- 
Sheriff James O’Brien at Spencer ‘rask’s oftice 
in the Grand Union Hetel, and there hada long 
private eonversation with Mr. O’Brien. These 
old war horses talked long and earnestly to- 
gether, and at 1 o’cioek Mr. Purroy, with James 
H. Lyon, took the traia for New-York. 

The Democrats here are much interested in 
the matter of the dissensions in the County 
Democracy organization, as mentioned exclu- 
sively in THe TIMEs’s correspondence from Sar- 
atoga. They feel satisfied that Mr. Purroy and 
Mr. Kearney, close-mouthed as they are upon 
the subject, will soon sever their con- 
nection with the County Democracy ur- 
less there should be a complet reor- 
ganization of that faction. Ex-Sheriff O’Brien 
is very emphatic in his desuneiations of 
both the Tammany sand Coanty Democra- 
cy organizations, and declares that now is 
the time for an independent movement 
which will receive the sapport of that 
great body of respectable citizeas who are noi 
politicians. He thinks that the Republicans can 
well afford to join hands with Democrats in such 
& movement, and give to tha city of New-York a 
Mayor who will be a credit to that city, one who 
will not be under the control of politicians, bus 
who will give them a respectful hearing, and 
whe can profit by their experisnce in the affairs 
of the city’s government. 

Mr. O’Brien reiterated his assertion that he is 
not seeking office, and that he would not accept 
one under any circumstances.

THE IRON AND STEEL TRADES. 





DISRUPTION OF THE WESTERN ASSOCIA- 
TION THREATENED. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., July 16.—The state- 
ment that there was danger of a disruption of 
the Western Iren Association and that Mr. A. 
F. Keating would resign as President, has 
caused considerable co;:amentiniron circles. Mz. 
Keating authorizes a statement which substan- 
tiates what was published. Said he, * You can 


say that I will band in my resignation at the 
first meeting of the associatiou, and also thas 
Zug & Co. will withdraw from it. itis useless 
for a firm te pay io their proportion of tae ex- 
penses ofrunning an agsociation that is of no 
benefit to them.” 

Mr. Keating has not yet called a mesting, 
though he expressed the opinion that one would 
very likely pe called this week. itis then ex- 
pectec that not only Zug & Co, but other 
firms, will withdraw, while others will not 
be represented with the result that the 
association 1s likely to cease to exist. It is also 
said that there is no foundstion for the report 
that the iron and steel manufacturers will form 
an organization in which a member is to deposit 
a forfeit. 

The only signature to the scale to-day was P. 
8. Kimberly & Co. of Sharon, Penn. Itis pre- 
dicted, however, that at the meeting of the 
manufacturers this week there will be a geuerai 
agreeiwent toesignthe seale, thouch the manu- 
facturers say thatif they do so it will be be- 
cause 89 Many had previously signed, and that 
all will agree that the Amalgamated Associa- 
‘tion asked too much when they insisted ona 
centinuance of last year’s wages. ‘ 

The members of the Amalgamated Association 
are not 6lated over the fact that the Western 
Iren Manufacturers’ Assoeiation is on the eve of 
geing to pieces. They would much rather see 
the association strengthen its ranks and be 
ready to confer next year with the Amalga- 
mated Association. 

“Organization 1s a good thing. not only for us, 
butt equally as beneficial for the manufacturers,” 
remarked a member of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation this afternoon. ‘“We think that the 
BanUfacturers could better sustain prices 
through a g00d organization, and we are 
sorry indeed te see it go to pieces, al- 
taough the Amalgamated Association 1s able 
te take care of itself. We would be 
perfectly willing to co-operate with the Manu- 
facturers’ Association in any way pussible 
which would result tn good to the trades in 
general. No, Sir, the Amalgamated Association 
has ro desire to see the Western [ron Mann- 
facturers’ Association dissolve. We believes its 
continuance woeuid be better for the manufact- 
urers, and consequently Dbetier for their om- 
ployes.” 


SHERIDAN NOI SIITING UP. 





DIGESTIVE TROUBLES AFFLICTING BIM 
WITH SOME FREQUENCY. 
NonQuittT, Mass., July 16.—The state- 
ment that Gen. Sheridan is able to sit ap is re- 
iterated to-day in some of the papers which have 
arrived here, and is likely to be again sent 
broadcast over the land, notwithstanding tho 


unequivocal denial of theses nearest the distin- 
guished patient. Its absurdity is apparent to 
all who know anything about the case. Gen. 
Sheridan is a very sick man and is unabie to rise 
in bis bed. The whoie story that he sits up is based 
on the fact that he 18 oceasionaily littea very 
gently by the shoulders and propped up in 
a@recumbent attitude for a few minutes ata 
time. During these intervals he turns his head 
and catches glimpses of the landscape beyond 
the cottage, enjoying the view very mach, Bui 
this is very far from sitting up. Ifhe were al- 
lowed to sit up in his bed, the exertion caused 
thereby would agitate the nervous system and 
cause paralysis of the heart’s action. ‘Therefore 
his doctors are not likely to permit him to move 
himself for some time to come, even if he is able 
te do so.

THE BURLINGTON-TROUBLES 


ANOTHER PRISONER MAKES 
A CONFESSION, 
ALEXANDER SMITH, A STRIKING FIRE- 
MAN, TELLS HOW HE PUT DYNA- 

MITE ON THE TRACK, 

CuicaGco, July 16.—Proceedings in the 
Burlington dynamite case began to-day with 
another confession by one of the accused men. 
Hardly had the hearing begun before United 
States Commissioner Hoyne when Alexander 
Smith, once a fireman on the “Q” and now a 
prisoner, took the stand ana unbosomed him- 
self. He had gone out with the other strikers 
he said, and since then had been paid an allow- 
ance by the brotherhood. He knew all the other 
men under arrest—Bowles, Bauereison, Broder- 
lok, Godding, and Wilson. He first saw Bowles at 
the Brotherhood hall in Aurora, and a few 
nights later, riding out with him, saw him put 
dynamite on the Burlington track and heard 
the explosion when an engine struck the 
dynamite. A few nights after Bauereisen told 
him where to get some dynamite and directed 


him to put it on the track. He did so at 
& point about a mile from Aurora. Smith 
then went.on to tell of various meetings he had 
had with Broderick, Wilson, and Bowles, and of 
getting dynamite caps and fuses from Godding's 
house and delivering them to Bowles. With 
Godding he took a package from the latter’s 
house to the Brotherhvod hall and gave it to 
Broderick, Bowles, and Wilson, who were vcapt- 
ured with itonatrain. This package was found 
to contain four cartridges, 

The defense tried to prove that Smith was in- 
sane, and brought out the fact that he was once 
badly hurt about the head by being caught be- 
tween cars, Smith testitied that his evidence 
Was voluntary and that he had not been prome- 
ised immunity. The hearing was continued 
until Wednesday morning, after a great many 
proteats had been made by the attorueys for the 
defense against the admission of much of Smith’s 
testimony. 

Bowles, the informer from whose statement a 
great deal is expected, was not in court to-day, 
although it was expected that he would be put 
upon the stand. So far the Burlington Com- 
pany seems to have made out a strong case, and 
this belief is strengthened to-night when it was 
learned that a conference had been held be- 
tween the heads of the road and of the labor or- 
ganizations which have been cundueting the big 
strike. There is now every probability that the 
strike will be declared offin an official manner. 
Practically the strikers have been defeated for 
months, but nominally the strike has been going 
on, and the men who left the ** Q’s” employ have 
been anrvorted by ths brotherhood. 

(Chief Ar.Lur: of the e»vginears’ brotherho a 
nwuiC ic. Sargent oi .ue ttremen’s came tv cUbi- 
cago very quietly to-day. They were met by 
Alexander Sullivar, who has acied as ceunsel 
for their organizations, and by Chairman Hoge 
of the striking engineers and Chairman Murphy 
of the firemen, both of whom, it will be remem- 
bered, are out on bonds pending the trial of the 
conspiracy charges against them, which grew out 
of the famous circular urging brotherhood men to 
use sal soda andemery in disabling Burlington 
engines. This party, representing the strikers, 
met President Perkins of the Burlington, Vice- 
President Peasly, General Manager Stone, and 
Wirt Dexter, General Solicitor for the company. 
A long conference was held, at which itis un- 
derstoou the situation was freely discussed in 
allits bearings. That any definite agreement 
was reached is not known, but itis now held 
highly probable that the strike will be declared 
ff. 


off. 

Chairman Hoge to-night in an interview would 
not get beyond generalities as to the conference. 
Both sides, he said, had made propositions, but 
nothing certain had been settled upon. There 
is to be another conference in a few days, how- 
ever, and that Mr. Hoge was inclined to think 
likely to result in some agreement. There ls 
still another meeting. to be sure, to which he 
logpks with the expectation that it will 
have a telling influence on the railroad people. 
It is “to be a conference to be held in 
this city in a few days to which tho 
Chairman of the Grievance Committees of the 
lines reaching Chicago will be summoned. They 
will be asked to consider what should be done 
by them in viewof the wholesale arrests of 
strikers which have been made, and to devise 
ineasures for the future. 

Chairman Hoge is inclined to believe that if 
the Burlington Company does not alterits ag- 
gressive policy a general strike on all the lines 
hereabout may result. Sucha strike would be 
contrary to Chiet Arthur’s views, ne coubt, but 
hia sanction would not be necessary, according 
to Mr. Hoge. The latter has a telegram sent 
from Davenport, Iowa, to W. F. Gould, Chair- 
man of the Rock Island Grievance Committee, 
saying that the men there are in favor of 
extreme measures in certain contingen- 
cies, Mr. Hoge says many such dispatches 
have leen received, but he will not 
expiain just What “extreme measures” may 
mear. In strong contrast to Mr. Hoge’s views 
is a statement made to-day by ono of the ‘ Q’s” 
attorneys that every count would be pressed 
against the men under arrest. The lawyer, 
however, spoke before the conference was held, 
and it may have altered matters. Nevertheless, 
itis hard to see how the Burlingten could get 
out of the prosecution if {t desired to after the 
steps it has taken and the campaign it has 
mapped out. 





SHE SWALLOWED HER APRON STRING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., July 16.—Lieut. 
Lyons to-night sent Lydia Frick, an insane 
woman, 35 years of age, to the Philadelphia 
Hospital. She made three desperate attempts 
to commit suicide on Saturday night while she 
was locked up in a police station. She was 
errested on the tracks of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad in Fairmount Park by an 
officer while acting in a strange manner, and 
was taken to the station at Twentieth and 
Jefferson streets, where she was locked in a 


cell. An hour later the turnkey discovered that 
the woman had swallowed something from a 
bottle labeled laudanum. A physician was sum- 
moned and a stomach pump was applied. with 
such success that the woman was relieved of 
the drug. She was again locked in her cell, and 
a few mom: nts afterward Lieut Lyons found her 
hanging to her cell door in an almost uncon- 
scious condition. She had torn her apron into 
shreds and made a@ repe, one end of which tied 
around her neck and the other fastened to the 
bars of the door. 

She was cut down in time to save her life. An 
heur later Lieut. Lyens heard the woman 
coughing and choking. He hurried to her cell 
and found she had swallowed about a yard of 
her apron string. One end was harging from: 
her mouth and she was getting black in the 
face. She was relieved a third time, and a 
watch was put over her. Yesterday morning 
she was examined by a physician, whe pro- 
nounced her insane, and to-day she was taken 
to the hospital. 





ELOPING WITH A MINISTER. 

HauiFax, Nova Scotia, July 16.—Miss 
Gertie Smith, youngest daughter of Henry 
émith, left this city on Saturday morning and is 
now in Boston, itis believed, in company With 
a Baptist minister who has deserted his wife. 
Mr. Smith is wealthy and a member of the 
Halifax Club, and his family moves 


in the very best society. About six 
weeks ago Mr. Smith and his daughter 
went to Wolfville, returning home a few days: 
ago. While in Wolfville the minister, the Rev. 
J. R. Hutchinson, became acquainted with the 
Smiths. He had been engaged in missionary 
work in India, and had recently arrived 
in 8t. John, where he resided with his 
wifo and young child. It was a ease 
of love at first sight with the minister Jand 
iiss Smita, and they were seen together very 
often. After Miss Smith’s return home some 
correspondence passed between them, and it is 
thought the elopement was then planned. On 
Saturday morning the young woman started out, 
saying she was going to market.

- the bottom of the canal. It is expected that 
this break will be repaired by Wednesday hight. 
Over 400 boats are lying between’ Brighton 
Lock and Syracuse and 100 between Adam’s 
Basin and Buffalo. 

ALBANY, July 16.—The comparative 
statement of canal trattic fer the second week 
ot July shows @ loss of 49,061 tons, eomparea 
with the corresponding period last year. Dur- 
ing the second week of July last vear the canals 
carried 172,505 tons, and last week the total 
amount carried was 123,444 tons. This is the 
Nehtest tratiic for any week in July since the 
canals were made free, and is, with cne excep- 
tion, the lightest week in three years. Over 
20,000 tons of this less are ‘in grain alone and 
13,000 tons in boards and scantlings.

CARE OF THEM. 


AND SO EUROPE SENDS US ITS PAUPER 
INSANE. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., July 16.—Another case 
of the impuaition of the insane of the old coun- 
try upon the charity ef this occurred to-day at 
the office of Chief Elliott of the Department of 
Charities. Catherine McCartney, a very intelli- 
geut-looking young wola , was taken to the 
office by some persons who said she was suffer- 
ing temporarily from some kind of mental 


trouble. She told her own story straight 
enough. Shecame in this country June 21 in 
the Indiana from Newry, freland. Her 
father had bought her a ticket direct 
from that town to Pittsburg. She knew no 
one here, but was given the name of 
a Mrs. Garvey, who keeps a boardiag house, to 
whom sbe was directed. She had been suffering 
from mental troubles for two years, and her 
father had been advised to send her to this coun- 
try “where they take good care of people afflict- 
ed in that way,’ and he did so. Since arriving 
here the woman has had two places at service, 
but sould not keep either of them on account of 
her ailment. Chief Eliiott thought it better to 
send her back to New-York to be returned to 
Ireland than admit her to the insane depart- 
ment of the poor farm, where she would likely 
become a permanent charge on the city. 

Chief Elliott complains that this systematic 
unloading of foreign paupers on this ceuntry is 
growing to an alarming extent. The railroad and 
steamship companies have their agents all over 
Eurepe, and the cheap fare offered by them is 
doing its work. City Attorney Moreland aicta- 
ted a sharp letter to the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration at Castle Garden, and a communication 
was sent by Mr. Elliott tothe Secretary of the 
Treasury on the same subject. A family of 14 
arrived here the other morning to go to tho 
poorhouse. It had not been 48 hours in this 
country. 


OBITUARY. 


THE REV. FATHER RIORDAN. 

The Rey. Michael Riordan, Chaplain of 
St. Elizabeth’s Convent, Madison, N. J., died 
yesterday. Father Riordan was one of the most 
seholarly men of America, and was known to 
nearly every priest and Bishop in the United 
States as an authority on all matters of Catholic 
faith and discipline. He was a native of Cork, 
Ireland, and a distinguished graduate of May- 
nooth College. He was born in 1832, entered 
the famous Irish seminary in 1853, was or- 
coined priest in 1860, and for ten years was a 
wissionary priest :n the Diocese of Cloyne. 

‘+ ather Riordan came to America in 1870, and 
at the solicitation of Bishop Laughlin bécame 
affiliated te the Diocese of Brooklyn. For 11 
years he was one of the most zealous and 
learned priests on Long Island, and in 1881 
Bishop O’Connor of Omaha induced him to as- 
eume the Vicar-Generalship of that Diocese. 
After two years of the most arduous kind of mis- 
sionary work his health gave way, and Bishop 
Wigger ot Newark, N. J., invited him to become 
the spiritual direetor and Chaplain of St. Eliza- 
bethb’s Convent, Madison. Since 1883 Father 
Riordan has discharged the duties of that office, 
and during that time he was the friend and aa- 
viser of many young priests. Father Riordan 
was a@ man of great talents, varied and extensive 
reading, and @ marvelously retentive memory. 
The funeral services will be held at St. Teresa’s 
Cnuroh, in Madison, at 10:30 to-morrow morn- 
ing. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 
John N. Dunn, President of the Atlanta and 
Florida Railroad and a prominent wholesale grocer, 


died yesterday at Atlanta, Ga. He was one of 
Atlanta’s most prominent citizens, 


John Westervelt, aged 70, one of the early set- 
tlers of Mount Vernon, N.Y., died suddenly of heart 


disease there on Sunday afternoon. He was one of 
the Commissioners who had cherge of the building 
of the boulevard trom West Farms to Port Chester. 
He was the tirst Postmaster of Mount Vernon and 
the first commuter on the New-Haven Railroad. 


Charles H. Thoms, kuown on the stage as 
Charles H. Thompson, died at Paterson, N. J., on 


Saturday last. He was 45 years old. His last ap- 
pearance was at the Park Theatre, Brooklyn. At 
that tine he was complaining of illness. His mal- 
ady was consumption. He leaves a wife, who is 
a'soun actress. He will be buried from the resi- 
dence of his brother, Alexander Thoms, 228 state- 
street, Paterson, to-day at 3 o’clock. 


Loster A. Bartlett died at Atlantic City yester- 
from rheumatic fever and nervous prostration. Mr. 


Bartlett was born at Oberlin, Ohio, in 1840, and on 
the outbreak of the war was the first to enlist from 
the Oberlin University, where he was being edu- 
cated. After the war he engaged in business in 
Washington, and subsequently became counectedd 
with the Spencer Arms Company, of which he was 
President at the time of his death. He was also in- 
terested in many other inventions. 

Col. J. Harvey. Brigham, United States Consul 
at Kinston, Jamaica, died there Saturday. Mr. 
Brigham was born in Onachita Parish, La., in 1834. 
He graduated at Ceatenary College, Jackson, in 
1856, attended the University of Virginia a year, 
and assed through the new course of the 
Louisiana National University in 1858. He prac- 
ticed law in Bastrop till the war, when he 
became Adjutant of the Third Louisiana Infantry, 
Col. Louis Webert’s regiment, serving through the 
war under McCullough, Van Dorn, and Price, and 
receiving a wound which disabled his sign’ 
hand. After the war he returned to his law 
practice: in Morehouse Parish in partnershi 
with Judge RR. B. ‘odd. He was elect 
to the bench in 1879, and was appointed Consul to 
El:Paso by President Arthur, where he was on duty 
during the oo ay era, At his own request, 
on account of his health, he was afew months ago 
transferred to Kingston, Jamaica.

ON TRIAL BY OOURT-MARTIAL. 


INVESTIGATING THE HAZING BY THE 
CADETS AT ANNAPOLIS. th 
ANNAPOLIS, Md., July 16.—The ease of 
Cadet McFarland was concluded in th naval 
court-martial to-day. The morning ses n was 
occupied chiefly in reading testimony and cor- 
rections by Witness Davidson of his evidence. 
The naval court-martial at 2 o’elock P. M. took 
up the case of Naval Cadet Charles W. Lyles, 
charged with hazing Naval Cadet Gregory C. 
Davidson. Cadet Davidson testified that it was 
his belief that when he was ordered to go for- 
ward and to stand on his head it was the ac- 
cused cadet that se ordered him. The order he 
received from the accused was the cause of his 
going forward and standing on his head, 


Question by the accused—Would you be will- 
ing to take an oath? 

The remainder was not read aloud. The Presi- 
dent of the court said that the witness was al- 
ready under oath, and the court objected to the 
form. Counsel for the accused cadet said they 
would put the question then in another form. 

be you absolutely positive that I am the 
cadet who ordered you to stand on your head? 
A.—NOo, Sir. 

Q.—You say that you are not absolutely posi- 
tive that [ordered you to stand on your head, 
How do you reconcile that with your previous 
answer to the court? A.—I think that I always 
said thatit was Mr. Lyles or the person I thought 
was he, 

The Judge-Advocate and the court here were 
rather nonpilused as to what such a mixed-up 
answer meant and the President of the court, 
Commander Sigsbee, suggested that he make 
the answers 80 somebedy could understand him. 
The witness explained that he meant it was Mr. 
Lyles who ordered him to stand on his head in 
the washroom. 

By the President--Do you understand by the 
nature of the oath that you are required to give 
a positive answer when youcan? “ Yes, Sir.” 

Tho court then ordered the witness to give the 
reasons why he thought. it was Mr. Lyles who 
gave the order. He answered: *“ Because the 
voice soundea like his and I was near his locker 
when be tirst spoke to me.”

RUHL SURRENDERS HIMSELF. 


RETURNING TO PHILADELPHIA TO STAND 
TRIAL FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 16.—Ex-Select Coun- 
cilman John Ruhl surrendered himself to-day 
to the authorities and offered bail in the new 
Court House to appear for trial on the bill of in- 
dictment charging him with false pretense and 
embezzling $7,000 of the Pepper estate. Last 
week Real Estate Appraiser David H. Martin 1n- 
terested himself in Ruhl’s behalf, and Saturday 
afternoon succeeded in raising $10,000 for his 
old political friend. It had by that time 
been thoroughly understood that such an 


amount would be accepted, and that 
the case gould not be tried until 
next September. When he entered the Court 
House no notice was at first taken of him, and 
he quietly took a seat in frontofthe dock, 
between Mr. Martin and Detective Gey- 
er. There was no ohange in his ap- 
pearance, if anything his slightly bronzed 
complexion being an improvement on 
his usually pallid face. He seemed to teel the 
humiliation of his situation, and, when some of 
his old associates shook hands with him, he 
thanked them in alow voice and bowed like a 
man who had just lost his whole family. 
A number of lawyers stepped up and 
congratulated him on his safe return and he be- 
gan to feel pretty comfortable, until a reporter 
joined the little circle and pleasantly asked him 

ow he liked the South American climate. “I 
have nothing to say,” answered Mr. Ruhl nerv- 
ously. ‘‘}’m in the hands of my lawyers.” That 
was the extent of his communication with the 
reporter. 

Lawyer Shields then annourced to Judge 
Arnold that Ruhl had voluntarily returned to 
stand trial, and was ready to offerjbail to any 
amount the court might fix. District Attorney 
Graham said that while the bill of indiot- 
ment against Ruhl was for embezzling 
$7,000, it was well known that there were other 
amountsinvolved. He therefore thought that 
$10,000 bail would be about the prop- 
er amount. Judge Arnold fixed the 
bail at that amount. For oné month 
past Ruhl has been in Philadelphia, 
right under the nose of the dateetives. He has 
been living with his wife on Frankford-avenue, 
_ has taken nightly strolls for exercise. Out- 
side the estate there are a number of private 
victims, which will bring the defaications up to 
$100,000. 


QUIOK WITH HIS PISTOL, 
DANVILLE, Va., July 16.—At Axton, in 
Henry County, a station on the Danville and 
New River Railroad, 25 miles from here, Sun- 
day afternoon, aparty of young men were sit- 
ting at the store in conversation. Lee and Gus 
Eaves, first cousins, aged respectively 19 and 


21, rode up and joined the party. All were 
more or lessin liquor. Lee Eaves attempted te 
ride over Hannibal Turner, when Turner struck 
Eavee’s mule with a barrel stave. Eaves dis- 
moupted and a personal difficulty was about to 
ensue. D. KE. J. Davis, familiarly known as 
“Twiggs” Davis, a drunken rowdy and bully, 
took Turner’s part, drew a pistol, and began to 
tire on the Eaves boys. The first shot killed Gus 
Eaves instantly; the second skot took effect in 
the abdomen of Lee Eaves, inflicting a wound 
which will cause his death. Davis tied, and is 
being hunted by a Sheriff’s posse and also by a 
Jarge number of friends and relatives of his vic- 





tims. 

The parties to the tragedy have large family 
connections, and itis not imprepable this is the 
beginning of a family feud to lead to more 
trouble. The Eaves boys were unmarried. 
Davis had had a previous difliculty with Lee 
Eaves. Dav'sis regarded as the bully of the neigh- 
borhood, The’ Eaves boys were well behaved 
when sober, but when in whisky, to which they 
were addicted, were rowdyish. Gus Eaves was 
buried this afternoon. The fathers of the Eaves 
boys have offered @ large reward for the appre- 
hension of Davis. Friends of Eaves do not hesi- 
tate tadeciare the intention of lynching Davis 
it he is caught. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE DROWNED. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., July 16.—A dispatch 
from Sunapee says: ‘ Mr. Wentworth and his 
wife of Newtonvilic, Mass., went boating on 
Lake Sunapee Friday afternoon, but did not re- 
turnin the evening.

ALONG A NARROW LEDGE. 


A PERILOUS ADVENTURE IN A WHITE 
MOUNTAIN RAVINE, 
PHILADELPHIA, July 16.—William B. 
Baker, aromantic young man of tbis city and 
nephew of United States Appraiser Baker, has 
just had a harrowing escapa from death ina 
ravine of the White Mountains. Baker is a 
clerk in the Appraiser’s office here, and he and 
his friend, Lawyer Charles Brown, a society 
man and tenor in the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, set out, three week’s ago,on a vaca- 
tion. After visiting many places of interest, 
they last Monday reachea the Intervale House, 
White Mountains.” On Tuesday morning at 6 


o'clock they started togo up to the summit of 
Mount Washington. The journey was begun 
in a carriage with two good horses, and they 
were to change teams at the Glen House, at the 
base of the mountain, 20 miles away. 

Mr. Baker has scaled the wildest bitsof mount- 
ain he)ghts in the Eastern Range, and ho bad 
heard much of the beauties of Tuckerman’s 
ravine, which is a deepecut in the point of 
Mount Washington. He was wild to go through 
the ravine by the way which leads to the 
Summit House. The gnide told him such 
& journey was perilous, no one having attempted 
it this seasen, and that the paint spots placed 
here and there on the rocks as a guide bad prob- 
ably been washed away by.the storms. Mr, 
Baker, however, was determined, and, alighting 
from tbe carriage, agreed to meet the party 
ut the Summit House, thinking he would safely 
cut through the ravine and be at the summit by 
an hour and a half, It was not for several houra, 
however, when many had given him up for 
dead, that he reached the Summit House, having 
cone through a terrible adventure, cut, bruised, 
and completely exhausted. 

He says that after leaving the carriage the 
scenery in the ravine was perfect, but wild and 
rugged. He journeyed on, once or twice saw the 
paint signs on the rocks, aud had no doubt of his 
ability to make hws way over against one of 
the centre clitis. Far up the ravine he 
sighted tons and tons of snow. Thinking it 
would be novel to dabble in snow in July, he 
hurried out of the path, forded a stream, and, 
doubling several cliffs, reached the snow and 
amused himself by throwing snowballs in the 
air and hearing them drop away down in 
the chasm below. When tired of this, he 
turned back to tind the path, but all his notion 
of the way was gone. He managed, after much 
search, to detect a ledge of rock hardly a foot 
wide that led straight across the face of the cliff 
and over an abyss hundreds of feet deep, and 
took it reluctantly as a venture. It was slip- 
pery and uneven, and often he had to 
crawl and hold on to the bushes growing along 
the side. The labor was exhausting, and, as Mr. 
Baker found hia strength going, he cried for 
help again and again, but still pushed and 
crawled, and, after half an hour, came toa ledge 
perhaps three feet wide. He cried with horror 
—— discovering that it was at the end of the 
path. 

Here Mr. Baker fainted from exhaustion and 
terror, and, regaining his senses a few hours 
later, discovered, two feet above him, a bit of 
shrubbery growing out of the cliff Springing 
for this, he barely caught it and swung him- 
self around to a place of safety that, to 
his delight, led down into a basin of rock. From 
there he struck Crawford’s trail, reached the 
United States Signal Service house, and finally 
attained the Suinmit House. He felt the shock 
of his adventure for two or three days. 





A MATRIMONIAL EXPERIENCE

@ young man named Hart came here from Bos 
ton, accompanied by another man named Keliy 
from Chicago. Both were well dressed and

MURDERED IN THEIR CABIN 


TWO DEFENSELESS SAILORS 
STABBED TO DEATH. © 
ONE KILLED WHILE HE SLEPT AND 
THE OTHER IS ATTACKED BECAUSE 
HE SAW THE FOUL. DEED. 


When the steamship Erin of the National 
Line from London reached Quarantine yester- 
day Capt. Tyson reported that during the voy- 
age two of the crew had been murdered in their 
berths in cola blood by one of their shipmates. 
The murderer was then heayily chained in a 
room in the after deck house, where he had been 
kept with two men to watch him night and day 
since the tragedy, which occurred on the morn- 
ing of Monday, July 9, when the vessel was in 
midocean. The murderer is Patrick Kelly, & 
seaman who joined the Erin just before her de- 
parture from London on June 29. No one on 
board that vessel seems to know anything about 
his previous life. 

From the moment that he boarded the vessel 
he seemed toentertaina dislike for his ship- 
mates. He had what is known on board ship as 
“crowls” with the other men on the slightest 
provocation, and rarely spoke to them except 
to find fault. Asa rule, he kept himself aloof 
from the others.. They regaried him as @ cross- 
grained fellow, but as nothing worse. 

On one occasion Kelly had a few words with a 
sailor, John Parry, but this had apparently been 
forgotten. On Sunday, July 8, Kelly seemed to 
be more sulky and morose than usual. 
During the dog watch, while several of 
the sailors were standing under the top- 
gallant forecastle. an officer gave an order 
which John Chapman, a sailor, did not like. A 
few moments afterward the latter made use of 
a rather vulgar expression. Kelly instantly de- 
manded whether Chapman had meant the ex- 
pression to apply to him. Chapman reptied 
that he did not. Kelly then looked at him an- 
grily and said in a very earnest manner: “I 
warn you, Chapman, to mind what you're about. 
Don’t you worry me.” Nothing further was 
said, and the matter was soou forgotten by 
every one. At 4 o’clock next morning the watch 
te which Kelly, Chapman, and Parry belonged 
turned in. The other members of the watch 
were John Whittaker and John Harris. Chap- 
manand Parry had adjoining berths on the star- 
board side, near that of Kelly. Whittaker and 
Harris were on the port side. The men dropped 
off to sleep soon after getting into their berths. 

Shortly before seven bells, or at about 7:20 
o’clock, Whittaker was awakened by @ groan 
which seemed to come from some person in 
distress. He looked up. ‘I'wo dim lights added 
somewhat to the dim rays of sunlight whieh had 

enetrated the gloomy forecastle. Whittaker 
fistoned and heard another groan. It was a long- 
drawn, awful groan which came from the op- 
posite side of the forecastle. Whittaker looked 
in that direction and saw a sight which for the 
instant paralyzed his limbs and struck terror 
to his heart. Kelly was standing over Chap- 
nan, whose face was bathed in blood. Kelly’s 
right hand grasped the handle of a knife which 
had been plunged into the left breast of 
Chapman. The latter gave one feeble struggle 
and a faint groan, and then all was still. 
The groans had aroused Parry, in the next 
berth. @@he latter raised his head and 
looked at the bloody work which Kelly had 
performed, and finally cried out in horror. 
Kelly wreneched the bloody kulfe from the 
bveast of the murdered Chapman, and spring- 
ing toward Pacry seized him by the throat. The 
latter strove to cry out and struggled to free 
bimself, but with a swift stroke Kelly drove the 
blood-stajned knife into his heart. Parry gave 
a feeble groan, and his head dropped back upou 
his pillow, and he was dead. 

Kelly drew the blade from the breast of Parry, 
and picking up a woolen shirt which luy rolled 
up at the foot of Chapman’s berth used it to 
‘wipe the blood from his knife. As he wiped the 
knife he glanced around the dimly-lichted fore- 
castle with a guilty look. Hiseye caught that 
ot Whittaker. He dropped the shirt and grasped 
the hilt of his knife. Harris then woke up, and 
Kelly apparently lacked the courage to attack 
two men who were awake, and he, crept toward 
the companionway, and slunk up the stairs. 
When the other sailors reached the deck 
they found that Kelly had given himself up to 
the chief ofticer. He had handed the latter the 
knife and had said: ‘‘T'wo men have been killed 
in ihe fogpoastic, and that is the knife that they 
were killed with.” Kelly was placed under ar- 
rest, heavily manacled, and at neon the bodies 
ot his victims were lowered into the ocean. 

When the Erin reached her dock yesterday 
Capt. Tyson reported the murder to the Britis 
Consul, In the meantime the Superintendent of 
the dock informed the police, and two officers 
took Kelly to the Ninth Precinct Station House. 
He will probably be arraigned this morning at 
Jefferson Market. As the murder was commit- 
ted atsea under the British flag'itis probable 
that he will be extradited and taken to Liver- 
yool for trial. He gave his age as 36, and said 
that he was born in Ireland. 


NO PHONOGRAPH FROM GLADSTONE. 
Thomas A. Edison had little but denials 
for those who called upon him yesterday for the 
purpose of hearing the phonograph reproduce 
not only Gladstone’s words but the tone of his 
voice. Mr. Edison said that he had not re- 
ceived any phonographs by the steamship 
Umbria, and he had no ground tor believing 
that Mr. Gladstone had talked into one of his 
phonograpbs. He had received a number of 
phonographs from his business associate in 
London. Their contents were of a wdrivate 
nature. From him he had yesterday received a 
phonograph which contained a message for the 
inventor. This message related to a lot of' 
phonographs which had been sent from London 
more than a week ago. These were probably 
the phonographs which the newspapers sup- 
posed would arrive by the Umbria. The lot had 
not arrived at Menlo Park, and it was possible 
they were detained at the Post Office. 

Some phonograpls had been received yester- 
day. They had beev opened by the Post Office 
authorities avd had been pretty badly damaged 
somewhere. It was to obviate just suchan ex- 
perience as this lot of phonograpns had passed 
through that Mr. Edison is at present directing 

» his energies. He is perfecting a device that 
could withstand the hardships of an ocean voy- 
age and such hardships as it might receive 
upon its arrival. 





BELIEVED TO BE DEMENTED. 

Mrs. Louisa Stephan, the unfortunate 
German woman who last Saturday evening at- 
tempted to commit suicide by jumping into the 
North River from the steamboat Cepheus of 
the Coney Island line at the foot of West 
Twenty-third-street with her 3-year-old child 
Leo in her arms, was discharged from the New- 


York Hospital, and taken before Justice Ford, 
at the Jefferson Market'Police Court, yesterday. 
The woman, who had been rendered desperate 
by her poverty anf desertion by her worthless 
husband, acted strangely in court and gave 
those who saw her the impression that she was 
demented. ; 

The housekeeper at 519 East Fifteenth-street 
appeared on her behalf. She said that the wom- 
aun had occupied a room in the house for two 
weeks, during which time she had acted as 

hough demented. She was committed to the 
care of the Commissioners of Charities for ex- 
amination as to her mental condition. The 
child was committed to the Five Peints House 
of Industry. 





MUST BE HEARD IN PUBLIC. 

Yesterday afternoon the Commissioners 
in the lunacy case of Joseph Muhr, jeweler, 
junior member of H. Mulhr’s Sors, Philadelphia, 
impaneled a Sheriff’s jury todetermine the man's 
mental condition. The counsel, David Caiman 
for his wife and H.A. Kingsbury of Stern & 
Myers for his father, asked that the proceedings 
be conducted in private. Peter B. Olney, the 
Chairwan of the commission, said that a proceed- 
ing which involved the loss ot liberty to a citi- 
zen could not take place in secret. It was a 
thing in which the public was very dearly con- 
cerned, about whieh many laws: had been 
passed, and in regard to which people had great 
suspicion that wrongs were often committed on 
account of undue privacy. He and his fellow- 
Commissioners shouid not consent to a hearing 
from which the public would be excluded, 

This decision brought the hearing toa close 
for the present. 





DEAD BETWEEN TWO DYNAMOS. 

William Mafer, a lamp trimmer, who 
lived at 97 Stanton-street, and was employed 
by the Adams Express Company, was found 
dead yesterday afternoon in the dynamo rooms 
of the company’s building, 59 Broadway. The 
body, when found, was stretched on the floor 


between two dynamos. Dr. Edward P. Turner 
suid death was caused by electric shock or by 
heart trouble. The two dynamvos near where 
the body was found were in motion at the time, 
ibe lights were burning, and there were no 
marks on the corpse that indieated death by 
electricity. The man left a wife and eight chil- 
aren, one of whom said his father was troubled 
with an affection of the heart. Theautopsy will 
be held to-day. , 


STOLE FOR HER FIRST HUSBAND. 

Mrs. Anne Bolinger, who lives at 135 Mes- 
erole-street, Brooklyn, looked at so many more arti- 
cles in H. Kayser’s store, at 197 Graham-avenue, 
in that city, and bought so few that the suspicions 
of the employes were aroused. She was arrested, 


and at the station house a rollof cashmere cloth 
valued at $9 was found npon her. She was held for 
examination by Justice Naeher yesterday. 
told a curious story of the causes forcing her to 
crime. She was married when a young girl to Frank 
Walkart, but was compelled to get a divorce from 
him, A year ago she married John Bolinger. Since 
her last marriage her divorced husband has often 
“threatenen” her, and she was compelled to give 
him money to ‘‘keep him quiet.” She did not want 
to spend her husband’s money in such a way, and 
she was driven to theft in order to satisfy Wulkart’s

KIOKED IN THE NIOK OF TIME.

GEORGE TAPPAN’S EXPERIENCE WITH 
BURGLARS AT SHEEPSHEAD BAY. 

‘One of the worst frightened men on Long 
Island yesterday was George Tappan, the pro- 
prietor of Tappan’s Hotel and the owner of a 
large number of Summer cottages at Sheepshead 
Bay. Although he had come in contact with 
burglars at 3:1Uin the morning, when a Tks 
reporter called upon him in -the afternoon he 
was still trembling with fright. 

“JT would not again go through what I did this 
morning,” he said, ‘for all I own in the world.” 
And then he added: ‘*Do you think they will 
call on me again ?” 

George Tappan is 45 years old, stands about 
5 feet 11 inches in height, and weighs 235 
pounds, Heard his mother live together with 
two female servants, occupying the hotel alone, 
which is run on the restaurant plan and has a 
bar connected with it. The sleeping apartments 
of Mr. Tappan and his mother are in the main 
portion of the building on the second floor, with 
thelanding at the head of the stairs only be- 
tween them. The servants’ room is back of the 
restaurant on the first floor, Saturday and Sun- 
day Mr. Tappan did a thriving business, and as a 
result Sunday night had several hundred dol- 
lars in his possession. His sleeping room is a 
very small affair, the bed almost filling it, and, 
asishis custom, Sunday night he left his door 
open for the sake of ventilation. 

Suddenly in the night he was awakened by a 
flood of light being thrown in his face. He 
epened his eyes to behold a burglar standing 
over him, a dark lantern in one hand and a long 
halt-ineh rope in the other. On the endof the 
rope was a loop made after the fashion of a 
hangman’s knot. It at once occurrea to Mr. 
Tappan that the unwelcome visitor was going 
to put the rope over his head and drag him out, 
and perhaps hang him. 

“Lie still!” commanded the burglar, in alow 
but determined voice, and then, Tappan says, 
“Tthoughtit was my time toact. I drew up 
both my feet quickly, turned slightly in bed, 
and before the fellow was aware whatI was 
going to do, shot out both feet 
and caught him in the stomach 50 
hard that I doubled him up ___ilike 
a jackknife and knocked him olear through the 
door into the hall. I sprang after him as quickly 
as I could, but he was up by the time I got out 
there, and we grappled. Up to this time I 
thought he was aione, but we had no sooner be- 
gun a desperate struggle than a revolver went 
off close by my side. Then I saw there was an- 
other one of them and that my life was in dan- 
ger. I could have soon got the best of the man 
I grappled with, but when I saw there were 
more of them I tore loose from him, and, jump- 
ing back into my room, locked the door. 

“ When the fellow shotjL halloed at the top of 
my voice and kept on halloing after I got back 
into the room, in the hope of raising some of the 
neighbors. My mother slept just on the other 
bide of the hall, and fearing they would atta ok 
her next I climbed out of the window on the 
balcony and hurried round to hér rooni, but they 
had not disturbed her. Edward Holmes, one of 
my neighbors, heard the shot aud my voice and 
he began to shoot and yell from his house in re- 
sponse to my call, and said he was coming. I 
think that is what frightened the men away.” 

Jack Randall, a stock broker, and Harry 
Mann, the manager of Evans & Hoey, who lives 
in one of Tappvan’s cottages,also heard the shots 
and responded, but when they arrived the burg- 
lars had gone, leaving open the entrance door 
to the hall below, by which they had entered 
with the aid+of nippers, the mark of which 
was plainly shown on the key. 

Yesterday the ball from the burglar’s revolver 
was picked out of the wall near where the scufile 
with the burglar occurred by Chief of Police 
John Y. McKane, and proved to be from a 32- 
calibre weapon. The rope which the burglar 
carried was dropped by the fellow where he 
stood when Mr. Tappan atruck him amidships 
with his feet, and this Mr. Tappan is keeping as 
a trophy. ‘ 

Yesterday carpenters were engaged all day 
putting heavy bolts on every door in the Tap- 
pan Hotel. Mr. Tappan remarked ina tone of 
fear that he would rather spend all the money 
he had than wake up with another burglar 
standing over bim. 





ROBERTS COLLEGE, 

On the 27th of last month, near Con- 
stantinople, the closing exercises of Roberts 
College took place, with appropriate ceremonies, 
Mr. Straus, the United States Minister to Tur- 
key, presiding. Around Mr. Straus were 
grouped Dr. Washburn, the Faculty of the col- 
lege, Dr. Vulkoviteh, Aristarchi Bey, the Rev. 
C. Washington, the Armenian Bishop Serviant- 
zianz, the Vicar of the Greek Patriarch, and 
Various members of the American Legation. 
This occasion was one of singular moment, as it 
marked the quarter of w century since the 
foundation of the Roberts College. The grad- 
uating class was the largest yet as- 
sembled. The President of the college in wel- 
coming §those present~ regretted the timited 
apace for the seating of 80 numerous an audi- 
ence, and stated that he was trying to obtain a 
larger hall, which he hoped would be com- 
pleted before the next Commencement. Orations 
were deliverea by the graduates in Greek, Turk- 
ish, Armenian, Bulgarian, French, and Eng- 
lish. After the distribution of the diplomas 
by the President of the Faculty, on 
the invitation of Dr. Washburn, Mr. Straus 
addressed the class. The Minister of the United 
States impressed on the graduates the fact that 
college was only the beginning of an education, | 
and that it would dawn ou them that there were 
many things not yet revealed tothem. That 
study never ceased, and that if they ceased 
learning, though they had wen their diplomas, 
they never would be fully educated. In conclu- 
sion, Mr. Straus said that ‘the name of Charies 
Roberts will live through ages embalmed in the 
gratitude of the sons of Roberts College.” Mr. 
Straus’s clear and concise speech was followed 
by addresses by tne Greek Patriarch, the Ar- 
menian Bishop. Mr. Gruew, and the, former 
Minister of Public Instruction in Eastern Rou- 
melia, who spoké in Bulgarian. This most in- 
teresting eeremony was closed by Dr. Wash- 
burn, who expressed gratitude for the protection 
and good willshown by his Imperial Majesty 
Sultan Hamid toward Roberts College. 





THE PROTESTANT CATHEDRAL. 
The Rev: Dr. Nevin returned from Europe 
on Saturday, and at present is staying at the 
Brevoort House. To a TIMEs reporter he yes- 
terday said: ‘“‘My return tothe United States 
at this moment has nothing whatever to do 
with the propeset Protestant cathedral.. Iam 


greatly in need of rest, and intend seeking it 
either in the Rocky Mountains or in Alaska. I 
saw Bishop Potter when he was in London 
attending the conference of Episcopalian 
Bishops at Lambeth Palace. As the leading 
American Bishop, he was naturally a very 
hard-worked man, but nevertheless the voy- 
age had apparently afforded him  consider- 
able rest, and* had done him ygreat food. 
When I get back from the West, Bishop Potter 
will have returned from Eng!and, and I expect 
that then we shailhave some conferences re- 
specting the projected cathedral. Kkdon’t think, 
however, that anything definite will be dove 
until after we get the architects’ specifications 
and plans. These plans will. be sentin by the 
various architects iu December next, and when 
one has been selected the work will be rapidly 
pushed forward. The work will be certuiniv 
begun next year, for thon the * Deacon’ Watts 
Orphan Asylum property will be acquired, and 
it is not thought desirable to allow taxes to be 
paid upon it.

Recorder Smyth denied yesterday the ap- 
plication for a new trial for Daniel Lyons, the 
condemned murderer. Lyons’s only chance for 
life now is the interposition of Gov. Hill. The 
Recorder’s reasons for denying the motion were 
given orally, as he had been too busy to write 


an opinion. He believed, he aaid, that Alice 
Hennessey and Mary Irving had committed 
perjury in their athdavits, and did not consider 
that the testimony of the Curran girls that they 
had seen Quinn strike Lyons before the latter 
shot Quinn was of any value, as it only tended 
to show that Quinu assaulted Lyons with his 
fist and had no weapon in sight. When Mr. Sul- 
livan, Lyens’s counsel, informed him of the Re- 
corder’s action Lyons was much cust down. 

**[ felt sure that I would get a new trial,” he 
said. Mr, Stillivan said yesterday that he might 
attempt to get the case before the court again 
onthe ground that the direct appeal to the 
Court of Appeals, passing by the General Term, 
which was nade under the new law, was un- 
constitutional.

TWO MINING SPECULATORS ORDERED TO 
‘ACCOUNT. 


-Judge Cullen, in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday handed down his decision 


in the Santa Maria-Mineo suit. The mines ins 


question were situated in northern Mexico and 
atone time pald well. In 1881, while they lay 
idle, Pierre Humbert, Jr., an engineer, examined 
them and came to the conclusion there they 
could yet be profitably worked. He interested 
Capitalists in them aud a company was formed 
in which Ashbury Hardpening of this city and 
John B. Alley of Boston took the lead. The 
company was capitalized at $25,000,000. ‘The 
mines were worked a little and the stock sold 
readily. : 

In course of time they failed. Mrs. Mar 
Beadleston, one of the stockholders, instituted. 
&@ suit against Hardpening and Alley for an ac- 
counting. Grove M. Harwood, Gen. O. H. R. 
Le Grand, Gen. Tracy, Michael Cardoza, O. H. 
Buell, and 0, A. Prince were Mrs, Beadleston’s 


lawyers, and R. H. Griffin, Victor Morwitz, and © 


Col. Robert G. Ingersoll appeared for Hard- 
pening and Alley. The two latter claimed that 
ik were also victims and could not be held 
able. 
Judge Cullen, in his decision, holds that a 
great fraud was perpetrated and orders the ac- 
counting. He says: 


“It was denied by the Gefendant, Alley, that he 
wasa partyto the fraud. He claims, on the con- 
trary, that he was one of the persons imposed upon, 
The only direct evidence as to his knowledge of the 
costof the mine isthe statement of the witness, 
Humbert, that he heard Hardpening tell Alley the 
cost was $250,000. The sum thus stated was in ex- 
cess of the actual cost. Alley asserts that he was 
told that the cost was $1,000,000, and that he never 
knewto the contrary. If the question was to be 
determined merely on these two conflicting 
statements, I am pot prepared to say 
I should find the facts against Alley. Buty 
the part ay § took in the organization of 
the company, his receipt of large blocks of the 
stock of the original issue, his inability to show how 
he paid for the stock, the receipt of which he does 
admit at the price which he asserts he believed to 
be the cost of the Rropersy. establish his complicity 
with Hardpening in the scheme and that he was 
aware of the true facts relative to the acquisition of 
the property. That he was a partner of Hardpening 
in the enterprise and received his share,of the gains 
I cannot doubt. I find the facts to be that 
the defendants, with Humbert and others, 
agreed to organize a corpuration with a capi- 
tal of $25,000,000 to acquire these various 
mines, the defendant, Alley, to be the manager and 
President thereof, and the stock to be issued for 
the property; that the value of the property did not 

ceed $120,000, and that defendants knew and 

umbert kuew that the same could be obtained for 
$120,000 for expenditures of all kinds; that such 
corporation was to be formed for the purpose of 
selling the stock thereof to the public, and that for 
such purpose they falsely represented the cost of 
the mine had been $1,000,000; that the company was 
80 organized in pursuance of sach agreement, and a 
conveyance of the mining property made by Hum. 
bert and the stock issued for such property; 
that neither of the defendants nor Humbert 
at such time owned such property or any 
interest therein, except that Humbert controlled an 
option for the purchase of the property: that it was 
the intentiou of the parties to acquire and pay for 
the property only outof the proceeds of the stock 
that mists be sold; that at the time of the issue of 
the stock no propenty passed to the corporation, and 
that the property was subsequently acquired and 
paid for wholly out of moneys realized by the de- 
tendants from the sale of stock.” 

Judge Cullen ordered judgment for Mrs. Bead- 
leston, with costs, and that Hardpening and'Alley 
account for all profits realized by them, or either 
of them, on the sales of the stock of the corpora- 
tion over and above the amounts paid for the 
mining property, and pay over such profits, 
with interest, to the Receiver, and that the ac- 
counting be had and taken before William J. 
Gaynor, Referee.

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1HE SUBWAY BOARDS WORK, 
IT WON'T ENCOURAGE A SUIT AGAINST 
THE UNITED STATES COMPANY. 

The only absentee at the meeting of the 
Board of Electrical Control yesterday afternoon 
was'Mayor Hewitt. He has not attended any 
of the sessions since it was decided to hold them 
at the Commissioners’ office in the Wallack 
Theatre building. 

A communication was received from the Com- 
missioner of Public Works in relation to the re- 
moval of poles and wires from the streets, in 
which he said that he had no power to act in 
the matter until requested so to do by Mayor 
Hewitt. } 

The Western Union Telegraph Company was 
given six months additional time to operate and 
extend its lines above ground along railroad 
tracks above the Harlem River. Because sev- 
eral other companies asked for special permits 


_to erect poles and stretch wires, Commissioner 


Gibbens said he believed that ail the companies 
would “jump on” the board in a little while, and 
that thore was only one way to prevent such a 
Calamity. He suggested thatno more permits 
be granted, and that all those issued since June 
1 be rescinded. Commissioners Moss ana Hess 
did not approve of such sweeping action, aud 
the petitions were duly referred to the Jengineer 
to report upon at the next meeting. 

On the recommendation of the engineer and 
electrial expert, the board approved of the 
Johnston distributing system. 

Corporation Counsel Beekman sent in a notice 
that he was about to commence an action against 
the Urited States Illuminating Company to eom- 
pel it to comply with the resolutions of the 
board, adopted in September last, and to remove 
the poles and wirés frem sight. 

President Hess tiled, with the approval of his 
associates, a letter to the Corporation Counsel, 
in which he mentions the receipt of aftidavits in 
the suit of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common- 
alty of the city, and declines to sign the papers 
for the following reasons: He understands that 
it is the duty of the Mayor to otder the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works to remove the poles and 
wires from the surface of the streets where, in 
the opinion of the Board of Electrical Control, 
sufficient subway accemmodations were pro- 
vided, aud the company given 90 days’ notice; 
that the suit contemplated is unnecessary, 
owing to the fact that if the Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Commonalty desire to render the 
Subway act efficient, they could have done so 
more effectually and more easily by applying 
the statutory remedy for disobedience; that the 
euit is capable of being prolonged indefinitely, 
aud will enable the company to fight off the exe- 
cution of the lawggsought to be enforced; that a 
suit for an equjtable relief in @ case where a 
statutory remedy is specially provided for is a 
hazardous proceeding; that toinstitute a suit 
wherein the rights and pewer and acts of a duly 
constituted State board are liable to ve re- 
viewed and passed upon, without the 
approval of the said State board, and without 
consulting the members thereof as totheir opin- 
ion in the matter, does not seem to.be a desir- 
able mode of procedurein sueh an action; that 
the failure of the local authorities of New- York 
to apply the statutory remedy in the case where 
the company has been ordered for nearly a year 
to place its wires under ground, has resulted in 
forcing the Bcard of Electrical Centrol to insti- 
tute criminal proceedings against the com- 
pany, and to ask the Attorney-General for 
leave to bring an action for the anul- 
ment of the company’s charter and -the 
failure on the part of the local authorities has 
put back the work of the Board of Electrical 
Control more than a year, has rendered it diffi- 
cult for the bourd to perform its statutory 
duties, and has rendered the corporations who 
are affected by the acts relating to electrical 
conductors contuwmacious, impudent, impatient 
of authority, and in every way less disposed to 
comply with the provisions of public statutes. 
In conclusion Mr. Hess wrote that he would 
gladly aid the Corporation Counsel orany public 
officer in bringing about an early practical solu- 
tion of the difficulties raised by corporations 
who will not evey laws, He could not, for the 
reasons stated, encuurage the suit in any form. 
Subsequently the fact was announced that the 
papers in the proceeding by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral had been served upon the offending. com- 
pany and that arguments would be heard at 
Albany July 20. The object is to annul the 
charter of the corporation for offending against 
the provisions of chapter 716 of the Laws of 
1887 — for exercising a privilege or franchise 
not conferred by law. Itis expected that Will- 
iam F. Sheehan of Buffaio will appear for the 
board. ; 

At this stage the board adjourned to the up- 
stairs lobby of Wallack’s Theatre to hear argu- 
ments for and against alternating currents. T. 
Carpenter Smith, Superintendent of .a public 
station in Pittsburg, preduced the Brown auto- 
matic converter machine and literally dissected 
it to demonstrate its reliability as a satety valve 
for high-tension currents from the subway cables 
to public and private buildings. The opinions 
of Marmaduke M. M. Slattery, aninventor; Ralph 
W. Pope, # consulting electrical engineer; C. G. 
Young, Superintendent of the Mount Morris 
Electric Light Company, and President Morton 
of the Stevens Institute of Technology were 
presented. Mr. Morton 8aid that the cry 
of the public as represented by the 
Gaily press to put the wires underground as a 
remedy to all dangers and difticulties was not 
an intelligent cry, but was the result of igno- 
rance and prejudice. In the course of his argu- 
ment he stated that he once received the dis- 
charge of a coil of wire capable of giv- 
ing. electrical sparks 21 inches long and 
equal in electric pressure to hundreds of 
arc-light dynamos united for that pur- 
pose, and the sensation was no worse than 
the shock froma Leyden jar of moderate size. 
The affidavit of William R. Wright that he stood 
a shock of 1,000 volts for five minutes was 
offered, together with some corroborative sworn 
statements. 

During the arguments it was made clear that 
in Pittsburg and Philadeiphia cable wires have 
been suceessfullyjoperated underjgrouna with- 
out any better mechanical protection than 
mother earth or wooden boxes. It was the 
opinion of two experts that the subways in this 
city are superior to apy in existence. 





COTTON EXCHANGE HOLIDAYS. 
The members of the New-York Cotton Ex- 
change held a meeting yesterday to discuss the 
by-law recently adopted by the Board of Mana- 
gersrelative to the method of deciding upon 
holidays. Under the present rule any number 
of the members can petition the Managers to de- 
clare a given day a holiday, and then it is per- 
functory with the Managers to submit the ques- 
tion to a vote of the members. The proposed by- 
law gives the Managers power to declare a day 
a holiday without submitting it to the members, 
providing that a notice of their meeting is posted 
a certain number of days in advance. At yeater- 
day’s meeting it was decided to put this by-law 
toa vote on Wednesday. The matter is being

Some of the younger members are very much 
opposed to the Managers takingthis power into 
their bands, and regard it somewhat in the light 
of a usurpation of a right that should be vested 
in the members themselves. On the other hand, 
it is claimed that much trouble has been caused 
under the preseut rule by members who were 
desirous of having an extraordinary number of 
holidays. During the past six months six holi- 
days other than legal holidays have been peti- 
tioned for, butin each case when the matter 
Was put to a vote the petition was defeated. 





SHORT OF SUGAR AND LONG OF FRUIT. 


That there is to be considerable of a 
shortage in sugar during this year is a certainty, 
and the sugar men are going to find ¢onsidera- 
ble trouble filling all their orders, The supply 
of sugar now in the country is 128,771 tons, as 
against 181,359 tons this. time last year. The 
aulmount now in the refineries is 22.500 tons, 
against 43,000 tons on the same date last year. 
One merchant said yesterday that the only out- 
look in the sugar market for the next year was 
high prices, accompunied by much diftioulty in 
getting orders. tilled. The Sugar Trust, ho said, 
could not till the orders they receive without 
much difticalty. The large frui¢ crop made an 
extraordinary demand for sugar, and the short

KEENAN SHOWS SOME LEITERS. 


HEMAN CLARK DID WRITE TO HIM 
ABOUT THE AQUEDUCT. 

From his asylum in the salubrious and 
peaceful precincts of Canada, where the courts 
of New-York can’t reach him, John Keenan di- 
rects and serenely watches the efferts of his 
counsel, Col. George Bliss, to manipulate the 
process of those courts in aid of the collection 
of an interest he claims in the aqueduct con- 
tracts of Heman Clark and O’Brien & Clark. 

Before Judge Van Hoesen in the Special Term 
of the Court of Common Pleas yesterday the 
motion made by Col. Bliss in his behalf for the 
appointment of a Receiver of the contracting 


firm and an accounting was argued. Keenan 
presented another affidavit in addition to those 
heretofore published, in whieh he denies gen- 
erally and specifically all the statements of 
O'Brien & Clarkin answer to his original com- 
plaint, and thus he completed such pleadings 
a8 were necessary to the trial of the issue. In 
addition he furnished his cuvunsel two letters 
written to him by Heman Clark, which carry 
the implied admission ot an interest belonging 
to or represented by Keenan in the aqueduct 
contractse—one of them written leas thun two 
years ago and when the contract work was¢ap- 
idly nearing completion and after the boodler 
had fled to Canada. 

The first, written Dec. 4, 1884, is as follows: 

FRIEND KRENAN: You should lose no time in clos- 
ing the matters with Mr. O’8. He, as well as my- 
self, necessarily géts more or less complicated with 
outsiders. It would be well for us to mest and ar. 
Tange at ofice, and it may be well to bid in the name 
of H. C. & Co. orin his name. Then we could play 
on important points on the outside—that is, it would 
clear the slate for both of us, Get these matters be- 
fore him at onceifyoucan. Rspt, H. C. 

This, as well as the following letter, was read in 
evidenee by Col. Bliss, contrary to the protests 
of counsel for the defense. They denied that 
Keenan had any interest in the contracts, and 
Col. Bli&s offered them as proof that such inter- 
est was admitted. by Clark. The other letter 
was dated June 22, 1886, and read as follows: 
The Hon. John Keenan: 

DEAR SIR: We have so far completed the tunnel 
that some of the headings have already come to- 
gether and the financial question remains about as 
usual. The sub-contractors are becoming more in- 
volved each month. We now have to lay in largojquan- 
tities of brick and cement, which will require a large 
fund, and I shail have toask that the interest you 
represent responds. The only cash advancéd up to 
this time has been—myself $100,000 and $50,000 ad. 
ditional indorsement, and Mooney about $20,000. 
To run the matter easy—paying brick deliveries 
prompt—we should have at least a quarter of a mill- 
ion dollars more. Can you notjoin mein providing 
this? Let O’Brien & C atk xive us an order on the 
retained percentage. If you do not desire to join me 
as above, send me your check for, say, $50,000, 
which will go to your credit on the books. Hoping 
that you are quite well, and that I shall have the 
pleasure of seeing you here soon, I am, very truly 
yours, HEMAN CLARK. 

Col. Bliss supported his application for .a Re- 
ceiver in a lengthy speech, which was replied 
to by C. W. Truax and ex-Judge, Leslie W. Rus- 
sell for O’Brieu & Clark. Defendants’ lawyers 
placed especial emphasis _— the points that 
an interruption of the aqueduct work would en- 
tail a public injury; that, conceding for argu- 
Inent’s sake there had been an agreement, 
Keenan had not fulfilled his part! He had con- 
tributed no money and did no work, and that, 
as a fucitive from justice, he was not entitled to 
any aid from the courts. 

Col. Bliss asked for time to file a brief of law 
points, which Was granted, and the case was 
adjourned. 





THE SEVENTH REGIMENT TROUBLE. 

The old unpleasantness between the active 
members of the Seventh Regiment and the Vet- 
erans has broken outina new shape. About 
two years ago, in opposition to the Veterans, 
who are incorporated as the Veterans of the 
National Guard, Seventh Regiment, an associa- 
tion called the Honorable and Veteran Comrades 
of the Seventh Regiment was formed. The 
Veterans were incorporated in 1859. Col. Henry 
E. Tremain is their commander, and they do 
not have a high opinion of their Honorable and 
Veteran Comrades. Their opinion became still 
lower when they learned that their rivals had 
applied to the Supreme Court to have their name 
changed to the Veteran Society of the Sev- 
enth Regiment. They protested, and yesterday 
Col. Tremain, accompanied by ex-Judge-Advo- 
ecate-General Gardiner, went before Judge 
O’Brien, in Supreme Court, Chambers, and 
strenuously opposed the change. Judge Gardi- 
ner sald that there were now three societies re- 
lated to the Seventh Regimeut—the So- 
ciety of War Veteraus of the Seventh Regi- 
ment, the Veterans of the National Guard, Sev- 
enth Regiment, and the Honorable and Veteran 
Comrades. ‘If the name of this third organiza- 
tion should be changed it would create con- 
fusion, and the statute expressly forbade the 
incorporation of one body. by aname which 
would conflict with the name of an older body. 
Judge O’Brien reserved his decision.

Anew and dangerous counterfeit of the 
one-dollar silver certificate has been published 
ané its ciroulation attempted. In a number of 
siuall bills that were presented by a stranger at 
the bank of William Clarke & Sons, Chambers 
and Chatham streets, with a request for bilis of 
a Jarger denomination in exchange. for them, 
this counterfeit was discovered. Itis perfect in 
details and only asmall fraction of an inch longer 
than the Treasury plate. It is, however, de- 
ficient in execution, and need deeeive no one 
whbo will give it close inspection. The vignette 
of Martha Washington and tae shading in the 
words ‘United States” on the face of the bill 
ahow coarse engraving. ’ 

The paper, too, is a peor glazed imitation of 
the Treasury paper, showing no fibres at all. 
But heedless persons could be deceived by it, 
andif soiled and wrinkled it would probably 
pass an occéasional expert during a hurry or 
when accompanied by other money. 


EMPIRE YACHT CLUB DISPERSED. 

The Empire Yacht Club, whose clubhouse 
has been at the foot df East One Hundred ana Sec- 
ond-street, has been disbanded and its clubhouse 
and float foreclosed on by HarryHill. Mr. Hiil was 
Commodore of the club, and dissension ensuing 


amoung the members; a split in the club was 
made, The matter was carried into the courts 
to prevent the late Empire Club from fiying the 
original flag, and though Hill fought bard, he 
was beaten, und has since then been on un- 
friendly terms with the Empire members.

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AGAINST JUDGE HILTON, 


THE ANSWERS OF HIS CO-DEFENDANTS 
MUST STAND. 

In the suit of Mrs. Sarah N. Smith against 
Judge Henry Hilton, a lively phase of the litiga- 
tion over the Stewart estate, Judge O’Brien 
made a decision yesterday against Judge Hilton 
upon a preliminary motion. “ 

Mrs. Smith is a niece of Mrs. Stewart, and 
under her willis entitled to one-quarter of her 
residuary estate. She asks the Supreme Court 
to remove Judge Hilton from his positions as 
Executor and Trustee under the wills of Mr. 
and Mrs. Stewart, and to set aside certain con- 


veyances as having been obtained by Judge 
Hilton by fraud and deceit. She attacks specially 
the transfer to Judge Hilton in April, 1876, of 
Mr, Stewart’s interest in the tirm property of 
A. T. Stewart & Co:, and asks that for this and 
other property he be obliged to account to 
@ Receiver, and that the roperty thus 
to come into the Receiver’s hands be held and 
distributed by the Receiver pursuant to the 
terms of Mrs. Stewart’s will. Mrs, Smith made 
Prescott Hall Butler, Charles Clinch, and the 
other heirs of Mr. and Mrs. Stewart co-defend- 
ants with Judge Hilton in this suit, and it is to 
the answers ofhis co-defendants that Judge 
Hilton obiects. They not only admit all the 
charges of fraud which Mrs.. Smith makes 
against him, but they make additional charges 
of theirown. They allege that the property set 
forth in her complaint, and additional property 
which they set forth, were optained by Judge 
Hilton through a general scheme of fraud and 
deceit, “ by which he succeeded in appropriating 
to his ownuse by far the larger part of the 
estate left by A. T. Stewart.” 

All this property, these co-defendants of Judge 
Hilton say, should be accounted for by him and 
distributed, not in accerdance with the will of 
Mrs. Stewart, but in the manner provided by 
law in the case of intestacy. They further al- 
lege the pendency of the proceedings in the Sur- 
rogate’s Court to revoke the probate of Mrs. 
Stewart's will, brought by one of the co-de- 
fendants, and the pendency of an action in the 
Supreme Court, brought by another co-defend- 
ant, to have the deeds and will declared fraudu- 
lent and void, and they ask that the trial of the 
issues involved in this suit be suspended until 
—— the determination of those other proceed- 
ngs. 7 

Judge Hilton applied to the court to have 
these answers of his co-defendants stricken out, 
But Judge O’Brien refuses. He says that the 
Judge who may try the case will be the best 
weigher of the relevancy of the answers, 
and that thorefore he will let them stand with- 
out prejudice to plaintiff or defendants.

JIALIAN SURPRISE PARTY. 


A BOLD ROBBERY AND SUBSEQUENT 
ARREST OF TWO OF THE THIEVES. 
Napoleon Enrico and Gaetane Ganar- 

delli, Italians, were yesterday morning lodged 
in the White Plains Jail’ om a commit- 
ment by Justice Downing of Rye, which charged 
them with robbery and assault with intent ta 
kill, They belonged to a gang which is working 
for the New-Haven Railroad Company at West 
Chester. These two, with atctber named 
Angelo English, who js still at large, appeared 
at an Italian boarding house at Harrison 
at about 3 o’clock yesterday morning, 
and drawing revolvers, at onee intimidated all 
the inmates. They then demanded $100 from 
the boss, Luigi Convento, but as he only had 
$10 they took that. The man pamed English 
then struck the boss a heavy blow on the head 
with a gun he was carrying, which badly cut 
him, and he then bruised him with other 
strokes. They then started to go away. By 
that time the other Italians had recovered from 
the suddenness of the attack, and inafew min- 
utes nearly 100 of them were after the 
robbers. A number of shots were fired on 
beth sides, ana after a long chase Enrico and 
Ganardelli were captured and taken to Justice 
Downing’s office in Rye, which was immediately 
surrounded by an angry mob who wanted to 
lynch the tworobbers. Justice Henderson was 
sent for at Port Chester, and when he arrived he 
quieted the tumuls and assured the mob that 
the prisoners would receive the punishment 
they deserved. The two prisonsars were then 
committed to the county Jail.

Charles A. Johnes, one of the best-known 
members of the New-York Stock Exchange and 
in some respects oneof the mort conspicuous 
men in Wall-street, is seriously ill. That his 
career in the Street isended, at least for the 
Present, is the opinion of many of the brokers 
who heard yesterday of his illness. One of his 
closest friends said last night that he certainly 
could not return to his business for some time, 
if he ever did. Dr. Alfred L. Loomis, his 


physician, said last night that Mr. 
Johnes was. so ill that he had advised 
him to give up all busimess for a time. Mr. 
Johnes is overworked, and ts suffering from 
nervous exhaustion. He has been paying very 
close attention to the market, and it is said that 
the success he has beem meetizg with recently 
has kept him in a very excited and overwrought 
state. He has not been able to get any sleep of 
late, and this has naturally precipitated his 
present condition. Some of bis stocks were 
sold yesterday, and when the news of his illness 
got around among the brokers iu the afternoon 
it — a topic that was talked about very 
much. 

Mr. Johnes was familiarly known on the 
board and on the Street as ‘‘ Charlie” Johnes, 
and he had the reputation of being a remarka- 
bly quick trader and a very shrewd judge of the 
market. He has beeh a member of the Ex- 
change for about 20 years, and at times has made 
yery large sums of money. He was one of the 
leaders of the pulls, and it is said of him that he 
made $30,000 on the second last large rise in 
New-England when the stock was put up to 46 
from 29+2. He never worked with pools or 
cliques, so his friends say, end some days he em- 
oy Nae a8 many as 30 or 46 brokers to transact 

is business. Of late he bss been selling some 
of his high-priced stocks and buying some of the 
cheapez ones. He spent Sundzy at Long Branch 
with hia uncle, Daniel St. John of Newburg, and 
his sudden breaking down was a greaf surprise.
